To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Following the custom of my predecessor, I herewith 
submit the following brief report : 

The constitution of the State of Illinois provides for 
the education of all children under twenty-one years of 
age ; consequently the school system has been organized 
to give to all a training that will most harmoniously develop 
every child during these years. Under such enactments 
we have elementary schools, commonly known as primary 
and grammar schools ; secondary schools, known as high 
schools ; and schools for higher education, or colleges. 
One million dollars are raised annually by State taxes to 
support elementary and secondary schools. This sum is 
divided annually on the basis of the number of children. 
Chicago obtained last year $278,128.59 of this amount, 
and $287,170.37 was also received from the income of 
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the permanent School Fund, which was obtained from 
the sale of school lands given to the State by the United 
States. The balance of the whole amount used for school 
purposes ($5,491,954.28) was raised by local taxation. 
As the State of Illinois has provided for higher education 
in its college at Champaign, Chicago is responsible for the 
elementary and secondary education of all her children. 
Suitable provision for this has been made in the Primary, 
Grammar and High Schools of the city. 

The fact is now generally recognized that education 
means leading out all the powers by cultivation and 
development; therefore, everything which will best unfold 
the child's mental, physical and moral powers should be 
used in the education of children. The Board of Educa- 
tion recognizes the fact that the whole machinery of the 
school system is for the purpose of properly educating 
the children; hence they have maintained a high standard 
of educational work, guarding against waste of effort 
and material. 

There has not been a time, since the destruction of 
school buildings in the great fire of '71, when the city 
has had school accommodations sufficient to provide for 
all children. The Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
have done all that was possible with the money appro- 
priated to their department. The Superintendent has * 
made recommendations for additional school sites and 
buildings, which the Board has been unable to provide 
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on account of the limited appropriation. There is an 
urgent demand for good accommodations for over ten 
thousand children who are now in rented buildings. 

The Training School for Teachers has been organized 
during the year, and will prove in time to be to teaching 
what the law, medical and divinity schools are to those 
professions. 

The Bridewell Commissioners appealed to the Board 
of Education to provide teachers for boys who have 
been committed to that institution by the Courts. Two 
teachers were appointed and the boys are now receiving 
daily instruction in the common school branches. An 
appropriation of $80,000 was made for a suitable building 
to be located adjacent to the Bridewell, which is to be a 
Home and Manual Training School for all boys who may 
be committed for petty crimes. Reformatory influences 
will aid in saving many of them. The Board of Educa- 
tion has prepared plans for a building which will be 
constructed during the ensuing school year. 

The school for street boys, which includes newsboys 
and bootblacks, and which has been maintained at the 
Waif's Mission at No. 44 State street, is wholly unworthy 
of Chicago. As a class these boys are peculiarly alert, 
quick-witted and full of subtle craft. A close observer 
of them would be inclined to believe that they came into 
contact with the world soon after they emerged from the 
confines of the cradle. Long before their habits in life 
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are formed they are thrown into contact with the gambler, 
the burglar and the professional politician. In the few 
leisure hours alotted to them they usually read dime 
novels, or attend the theatres and are known as "gallery 
gods." 

Sensational plays, in which one or more of the charac- 
ters referred to appear as central figures, attract them. 
They see the gambler emblazoned with diamonds, the 
burglar possessed of money obtained by a safe-blowing 
operation successfully performed upon the stage, in view 
of the audience, amid a hurricane of applause ; they see 
upon the stage the professional politician wielding a tre- 
mendous power, creating judges, making congressmen, and 
at will unmaking both. Many of these street waifs are led 
by easy stages to aspire to become one of these characters; 
the gambler, the burglar, or, worse than either, the profes- 
sional politician, and the intellectual and moral qualities 
which they possess make them doubly dangerous to society. 
The importance of this subject is so great that I deem it 
proper to refer, in confirmation of my views, to those enter- 
tained by that distinguished jurist, Judge Tuthill, 
President of the Waif's Mission, whose views are the 
outgrowth of a great experience as City Attorney, United 
States District Attorney, and as Judge of the Criminal 
Court. I further refer to the records of the police and 
criminal courts of the city. If these lads were properly 
cared for and made wards of the people they would in the 
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future become guardians of the State. To this end suit- 
able rooms should be secured in the center of the city for 
their use, where they could be taught each day, and where 
irregularity and inattendance should not bar them from 
school privileges. The School Board of the city should 
take care of the educational, and those charitably disposed 
should look after the corporal wants of these little people. 
Special care should be taken to disillusionize them as to 
their stage and dime novel heroes, and to give them good 
books sufficiently interesting to supplant the novels of their 
choice, pleasant quarters in which to read them, and the 
very best teachers to inspire them to nobler thoughts and 
higher aims in life. The very helplessness of these boys 
appeals to us. They cannot attend our public schools, for 
during the greater portion of the school hours they are at 
work, and special indulgence should be shown to them in 
view of their environments. 

The warfare against "fads" has resulted in their elimi- 
nation from our schools. No longer are scholars required 
to defile their hands, without strengthening their intellects, 
by the creation of mud pies, or clay modeling. Paper cut- 
ting and all kindred nocuous, time-consuming fads have, 
with their authors, disappeared from the common school 
service of the city. Upon the Superintendent and his 
assistants there should be lodged no censure, either for the 
creation or maintenance of any of the fads mentioned. 
Their paternity is chargeable to a few members of the 
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Board, who have resigned or whose terms of office hare 
expired, and whose authority was more potential than that 
asserted by the Superintendent and his aids. In the kin- 
dergarten department clay is used for the purpose of 
illustration and in object studies, and its use there is proper 
for the reason that no books whatever are used, the work 
being of a creative and constructive nature. The horizon 
of drawing has been circumscribed and within the limits of 
its present confinement good results have been obtained. 
Considerable money has been saved to the school service 
by reason of the abatement of the fads, and is now 
being used in teaching the children things which will 
be of service to them when their school days are over, 
and when they are called upon to earn a living. 

In the purchase of school sites, desks, furniture, books 
and other things necessary to the service, great care, cau- 
tion and economy have been observed, and in these and 
kindred matters the entire Board has acted in concert and 
harmony. The new members deserve a special recogni- 
tion for their zeal and careful investigation in matters of 
the late purchases of school books, where, by a commend- 
able and timely display of these qualities, several thousand 
dollars have been saved to the School Fund. While we 
may not agree as to who shall fill a minor place in the gift 
of the Board, we are a unit on the subject of throwing 
around the sacred fund of nearly six million dollars com- 
mitted to our care these safeguards: — rigid economy and 
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common honesty. Complete and effective advertisements 
and competitive bidding for all things purchased and con- 
tracted for by the Board have been its unbroken practice 
for the last year, at least, apd there has b^len, during that 
time, no hint or suggestion of collusive purchases of either 
school sites or chattels. 

Occasionally some notoriety-loving charlatan has as- 
sailed our educational department and undertaken to crit- 
icise our teachers, and has given instances without names 
of gross ignorance. Much time has been spent and great 
care taken to locate a case of this kind within the limits of 
the city of Chicago, without avail. Within the territory 
indicated, the teachers are capable and will compare favor- 
ably with any large city in the Union, and Chicago may 
well be proud of them as a body. 

There are men in the Board who have strong political 
convictions and ardently espouse the cause of their respec- 

tive parties outside of and ftcyond the Board of Education. 

» 

Politics has not been and never ought to be found within 
the confines of the service. No person has been appointed 
to or removed from the service of the Board of Education 
on account of politics. 

To the efficient, practiced and disciplined educators now 
in the employ of the Public School service should be mainly 
committed, unhampered by us, the duties of specific and 
general method of instruction to be adopted and used in 
the schools. 
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To us, more fully and completely than practiced at 
present, belongs the duty of hiring and discharging em- 
ployes in all other departments of the school service, for 
we, and not the foremen or department heads, alone are 
responsible to the public. 

Salaries of assistant teachers have been advanced from 
$45.00 to $50.00 per month, for the first year of service, 
and the maximum salary for seven or more years of service 
in the Chicago schools has been increased to $800.00 per 
annum in the primary grades and to $825.00 per annum in 
the grammar grades. 

The introduction of Manual Training into the grammar 
schools is a movement to meet the demand of the people, 
that the hand as well as the head should be educated. 

The lamented Louis Nettelhorst established a standard 
of excellence in directing the affairs of the Board of Educa- 
tion, which was maintained by Hon. John McLaren, and 
therefore in administering the duties of the office of Pres- 
ident of the Board, I have been guided by their example 
and have been so heartily sustained by the members that 
the work has been a great pleasure and not a burden.

ATTENDANCE. 

The total enrollment of pupils during the year was 
185,358, which was an increase of 18,463 over that of the 
previous year. 

The average daily membership was 149,667, which was 
an increase of 15,589, and the average daily attendance 
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was 139,332, which was an increase of 15,238, or nearly 
eleven per cent, in one year. The increase for the j*ear 
ending June, 1893, was only six per cent, on that of the 
preceding year. 

The increase in attendance was caused by the return to 
School of a large number of boys and girls who were tem- 
porarily employed in stores and homes during the World's 
Fair. Many have come into the public schools because 
their parents were unable to pay their tuition in the pri- 
vate schools. 

The more rigid enforcement of the provisions of the 
Child Labor Law has driven many young children out of 
the shops and factories and consequently into the schools. 

The erection of twenty -two school buildings and nine 
additions to old buildings, increasing the seating capacity 
of the schools nearly 20,000, has brought into the schools 
many children who have heretofore attended private schools 
or have been detained at home for lack of good school 
accommodations. Notwithstanding the erection of many 
new buildings, the number of pupils in half -day divisions 
and in rented buildings has not been much reduced. 

The number of children in rented rooms at the close of 
the year was 9,661, and in half -day divisions 14,086. 

ANNEXATION OF NORWOOD PARK. 

The people in the village of Norwood Park petitioned 
to be annexed to the City of Chicago at an election in 
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November, 1893. The vote was favorable to annexation in 
both municipalities and Norwood Park became a part of 
the City of Chicago, November 20th, 1893. 

The village embraced the |East half of Section 5, all of 
Section 6, the North half of Section 7, and the Northwest 
quarter of Section 8, or two and a fourth square miles. 
There are two school buildings in the annexed territory, 
a two-story brick building having four rooms, and a one- 
story frame building, both valued at $9,500. 

There were five teachers and 146 pupils. The popula- 
tion in June, 1893, was 610. No re-organization or re-grad- 
ing of the school was necessary as the Course of Study in 
the suburban schools is nearly like that of the city. 

CENSUS. 

The biennial school census, authorized by the School 
Law of Illinois, was taken in April, 1894. A tabulated 
statement of statistics by wards and divisions of the city 
may be found in the appendix of this report, and is valua- 
ble for reference. 

The census shows the total population, the number 
of persons under 21, 14, 6 and 4 years of age ; the num- 
ber between 7 and 14 years of age who do not attend 
school ; the number attending any other than a publio 
school ; the number of deaf and dumb, and the blind ; also 
other items of statistical value. 
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The number of children who attend private schools is 
43,546. This includes all under 21 years of age, 2,663 of 
whom are in Kindergartens. There were 185,358 children 
enrolled in the public schools for the year, and 228,904 
enrolled in both public and private schools. Nearly six 
per cent, of the children enrolled in the public schools are 
over 14 years of age ; this is probably true of those in the 
private schools, hence, of the total enrollment in all schools 
about 13,000 are over 14 years of age. The census shows 
that 12,567 under 16 years of age, which is nearly equal 
to the school enrollment above 14 years of age, are obliged 
to work and cannot attend school. The total number of 
children in Chicago between 6 and 14 years of age is 228,- 
254, or about the same as the total enrollment in all 
schools. While the total enrollment in public schools is 
185,358, the average daily membership is only 149,667, a 
difference of over 35,000. 

It is evident that many thousand children under 14 
years of age are kept out of school portions of the year for 
various reasons, and do not have the advantages of contin- 
uous instruction in any school. 

The report of the Department of Compulsory Educa- 
tion gives some interesting statistics, showing some of the 
causes for the non-attendance of children at public schools 
and the importance of protecting the children of Chicago 
in their educational rights. 
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SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 

There are 145 combined grammar and primary school 
districts, and 43 independent primary school districts, with 
155,218 sittings; 12 high school districts with 6,909 sittings. 
There are 95 rented buildings, having 236 rooms and 
10,867 sittings.

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds have ex- 
pended $1,703,869.58 for new sites and school houses. If 
twenty-five more buildings, accommodating 800 pupils 
each, had been built in localities where there is a pressing 
demand for additional school accommodations, they would 
have been fully occupied, and there would still be need for 
the expenditure of the whole amount which is appropriated 
for building purposes, to provide for the regular increase 
in the school attendance, which has averaged over 10,000 
pupils for the last four years. 

The Board of Education has awarded contracts for the 
erection of the following new buildings and additions to 
old buildings. They will be completed and occupied dur- 
ing the ensuing year.

ADDITIONAL SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The rapid growth of Chicago in population has made 
it impossible to construct school buildings fast enough to 
provide for the children who have applied for admission to 
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otfr schools. No child has been excluded from the schools, 
however, for lack of school accommodations. Rented 
rooms have been secured whenever necessary, and half day 
divisions organized for the first grade pupils. The num- 
ber in rented rooms and half day divisions for the past 
four years, since the large annexation to the city's terri- 
tory, is as follows:

The annual increase in membership for the four years 
has been, 8,491 in 1891; 10,007 in 1892; 7,485 in 1893; 
15,589 in 1894. 

The annual appropriation for buildings and sites is 
barely sufficient to construct the buildings needed to pro- 
vide for the average growth of the city. An extra appro- 
priation of $1,500,000, in addition to the annual amount, 
is greatly needed that the Board may construct twenty - 
five new buildings, or additions to old ones, to provide 
suitable accommodations for over 10,000 children who are 
now attending school half a day or are in rented buildings. 

I recommend the erection of buildings as follows: 

First— A 16-room building near California avenue between 
Madison and Fulton streets, to relieve the Central Park and Cal- 
houn Schools. 

Second— A 20-room building on the site corner St. Lawrence 
avenue and 49th street, to relieve the Forestville School. 
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Third— A 20-room building in the vicinity of 18th and Laflin 
streets, to relieve the Cooper, Throop Street, Longfellow and 
Komensky Schools. 

Fourth— A 20-room building in the vicinity of Sheffield and 
' Noble avenues, to relieve the Hawthorne, Agassiz and Alcott 
Schools. 

Fifth— An 18-room building in the vicinity of Mohawk and 
Menominee streets, to relieve the Newberry, Mulligan and Arnold 
Schools. 

Sixth— A 20-room building in the vicinity of Homan avenue 
and 12th street, to relieve the Thomas Chalmers School. 

Seventh— A 20-room building on the site comer 66th and May 
streets, to relieve the Beale and D. S. Wentworth Schools. 

Eighth- A 20-room building in the vicinity of 37th and Paulina 
streets, to relieve the Brighton School. 

Ninth— A 20-room building in the vicinity of Clarkson avenue 
and Palmer Square, to provide for the Boulevard School, which 
is occupying rented buildings. 

Tenth— A 16-room building and an assembly hall on the site 
owned by the city, corner 74th street and Evans avenue, to relieve 
the Cornell and Park Manor Schools. 

Eleventh- An 18-room building on the site corner Coblentz and 
Leavitt streets, to relieve the Langland and Logan Schools. 

Twelfth— A 16-room building on the site on Hope street near 
64th street. 

Thirteenth— An 8-room building and an assembly hall, on site 
corner Pickens street and Kenny avenue, to accommodate 
Hermosa.

SPECIAL SCHOOLS. 

Four schools have been established for the instruction 
of deaf mutes. There have been enrolled during the past 
year, 26 girls and 26 boys. These schools have been 
under the supervision of Mr. Henry C Hammond, who was 
for many years connected with the State institutions of 
Illinois and Indiana. These Deaf Mute Schools are located 
in the old High School building at 157 W. Monroe street, 
in the Prescott School, Wrightwood and Ashland avenues, 
in the Melville W. Fuller School, 42d street and St. Law- 
rence avenue, and in the Wicker Park School, Evergreen 
avenue and Robey street. 
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In addition to instruction in the usual sign language, 
which has been the medium of communication with the 
deaf mutes, instruction has been given in what is termed 
"visible speech." The children are carefully trained to 
utter vowel and consonant sounds, and to recognize the 
movements of the mouth in the utterance of words. 

The results from this method of instruction have been 
encouraging and it is believed by the teachers that nearly 
all the deaf mutes can be taught to speak. The Board 
was induced to introduce this system at the beginning of 
the last school year, on account of the wonderful results 
that were demonstrated as possible in the instruction of 
4 deaf mutes, as presented at the World's Educational Con- 
gress, when the celebrated Helen Kellar, who was blind 
and deaf spoke to companies of people and interpreted the 
speech of others by feeling the motions of their lips. 

According to the census returns there are 675 unfor- 
tunate children between 6 and 21 years of age in the city of 
Chicago, who are deprived of hearing and speech, many of 
whom should be brought into these schools and their lives 
forever brightened and made valuable by the training 
which the teachers in the deaf mute schools can give. 

An appropriation of $50,000 has been made for the 
erection of a school for the blind. A lot has been pur- 
chased and a building will undoubtedly be erected during 
the coming year. The census shows that there are 92 per- 
sons between 6 and 21 years of age, who are blind. 
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While the City of Chicago is responsible for the edu- 
cation of all the children of school age, still the responsi- 
bility for the education of the defective classes properly 
rests upon the State. 

The population of Chicago is now fully 35 per cent, of 
that of the whole State, and the City pays a large per cent, 
of the tax for State institutions. There are enough of the 
blind, the deaf and dumb, and the feeble-minded living 
within the borders of Chicago and Cook County to demand 
State institutions in our midst to especially care for these 
classes. Their education and training require special ap- 
pliances and special teachers. Their unfortunate condition 
appeals to the sympathies of all, and the very fullest and 
best provision should be made for their care, instruction 
and special training to ennoble their lives and to fit them 
for some useful occupation whereby they may support 
themselves. 

In September last, at the request of the Bridewell Com- 
missioners the Board of Education accepted the responsi- 
bility of establishing a day school in the Bridewell for the 
boys who were serving terms in that institution. Accord- 
ing to the last report of Mr. Mark Crawford, Superintend- 
ent of the Bridewell, there were 2,719 boys under 21 years 
of age who were sentenced to the Bridewell for periods of 
time varying from ten to ninety days, and 488 of them 
were under 16 years of age. In many instances boys who 
are released from the Bridewell are re-arrested within a 
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very short time and sent back, so that there are many who 
have been in the Bridewell for months. 

Two teachers were employed and the classes had an 
average of about thirty-five each. Many of these boys 
were formerly in the public schools of Chicago, and the 
majority of them were in fourth and fifth grades, conse- 
quently they were ready for Mechanical Drawing, prob- 
lems in Arithmetic and the reading of Stories of American 
History, and other books. 

The Board of Education has also furnished a teacher to 
the Waifs' Home at No. 44 State street. This Home is 
intended to be a temporary one for those who have no pa- 
rents to protect and care for them. There has been an 
average of about forty boys enrolled. They are frequently 
absent and the effort to advance them systematically is not 
successful ; however, some good has been accomplished. 

PARENTAL SCHOOLS. 

There are many charitable organizations constantly 
seeking to remove homeless and neglected children from 
our city and to place them where the social surroundings 
and the moral influences will mold them for upright, useful 
citizens. There are, also, a large number of children 
who are constantly dropping out of our schools because 
of insubordination to discipline and want of co-operation 
between the parents and the teachers, and they are becom- 
ing vagrants upon the street and a menace to good society. 
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The welfare of the city demands that such children shall 
be put under restraint and educated in a place where all 
the surroundings will be wholesome and reformatory. I 
therefore call attention again to the necessity for the estab- 
lishment of a parental school for the care of such children. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

Fifty -one Evening Schools were maintained during 
the year for a period of six months. Eight of them were 
located in High School buildings, where mathematics, 
book-keeping, stenography, mechanical and architectural 
drawing are taught. The enrollment in the evening High 
Schools was 2,203. 

The total enrollment in all schools was 18,269, an 
increase of 3,739. The total cost was $135,730.94. The 
instruction in the Evening Schools, except as noted, has 
been confined to writing, arithmetic and reading. In- 
creased efficiency in teaching has been secured by the 
retention from year to year of the successful teachers. 
A large per cent, of those whose names appear on the 
enrollment record attended school less than one month, and 
consequently received very little benefit from the Evening 

■ 

Schools. Investigation showed that those who quickly 
dropped out of the schools were the young boys and girls, 
who were daily employed in stores and factories. Weari- 
ness of body unfitted them to spend the evenings in mental 
work. A large number of foreigners, who did not speak 
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English, were enrolled. They were regular in attendance 
and very earnest in their efforts to acquire the English 
language. 

MANUAL TRAINING IN GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

The work in manual training, which was introduced 
into the Tilden School, upon the approval of the Board of 
Education, by Mr. R. T. Crane, who purchased the benches, 
tools and all materials, and has paid the salary of the 
teacher for over two years, has been very satisfactory. 
It has been fully demonstrated that manual training is an 
important element in the general education of a child. 
The Board of Education has introduced the work into 

other schools. The seventh and eighth grade boys in 

* 

twenty grammar schools have received instruction for an 
hour and a half, once a week. One outfit of benches and 
tools accommodates five schools. 

The boys from the Tilden, Washington, Carpenter, 
Emerson, and Skinner Schools received instruction at the 
Tilden School building. Those from the Jones, Haven, 
Moseley, Calumet Avenue, and Douglas Schools were 
accommodated at the Jones School. The Garfield School 
is the center for pupils from the Dore, Goodrich, Gar- 
field, Walsh, and Clarke Schools. The Agassiz School is 
the center for the classes from the Knickerbocker, Haw- 
thorne, Prescott, Alcott and Agassiz Schools. 
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ENGLISH HIGH AND MANUAL TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The English High and Manual Training School enrolled 
268 pupils last year, and graduated a class of fifty-one. 
Among the graduates there were several who were admit- 
ted to the Illinois State University, the School of Technol- 
ogy at Terre Haute, Indiana, and the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, at Boston. Since the introduction 
of manual training into several of the grammar schools 
where the seventh and eighth grade pupils receive two 
years' instruction, there has been a decided increase in the 
number of boys who enter the English High and Manual 
Training School. There is every indication that there will 
be an entering class of at least 150 at the opening of the 
school next year. The present building will not accom- 
modate over 350 boys, and it will be necessary very soon 
to make some other provision for the accommodation of 
those who will wish to take the course ip this institution. 
It is in no sense a trade school, but it is laying the founda- 
tion for a business education in the elementary knowledge 
of Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Mechanical and 
Architectural Drawing, and the use of tools upon wood and 
iron ; at the same time it is giving a general education in 
the use of English, and in History and Literature. This 
enables them to enter the various employments and with 
this fundamental training quickly prepare themselves for 
the occupations of life. Some who graduated last year 
entered electrical works and have proved themselves com- 
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petent and successful. Others have entered architects' 
offices, and the knowledge they have acquired of draught- 
ing has enabled them to do valuable service. Some have 
entered machine shops and have obtained special privileges 
and increased compensation on account of the experience 
acquired, which could have only been obtained by years 
of apprenticeship. 

Stenography and typewriting were introduced last 
year. 

There will soon be a demand for the removal of the 
South Division High School further south to accommodate 
the pupils who attend it. The building is immediately 
adjoining the elevated railroad. A part of it could be set 
apart for an English High and Manual Training School for 
the southern part of the city. It is easily accessible from 
every part of the south side by trains, cable and elevated 
roads. A similar school should also be established in the 
north division of the city, at some central point. When 
this is accomplished, it would in every way be desirable to 
extend the work of the English High and Manual Training 
School to include broader work in book-keeping, stenog- 
raphy and typewriting, and the study of commercial law. 
In other words, there is a demand for what may be denom- 
inated a Business Course in connection with an English 
High and Manual Training School in each division of the 
city. Of the 4,928 graduates from the eighth grade at the 
close of this year, probably one-half of them will enter the 
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gular High Schools. Of the other half that will drop out 
school, many would be glad to take one or two years of 
ecial training in a business course if it were provided for 
em. I recommend that as soon as practicable these plans 
carried out. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 
The total enrollment of pupils in the twelve High 
hools of the city was 6,189, an increase of 226 over that 
the preceding year. There were 711 graduates in June, 
94. The West Division, Englewood and Lake View 
igh Schools are badly crowded, a part of each school be- 
» accommodated in other buildings. The West Division 
igti School can be relieved by transferring all first and 
iond year pupils who live west of the Pittsburg and Cin- 
inati R. R. {Rockwell street) to rooms in the new John 
arshall School, on West Adams street near Kedzie ave- 
le, and by transferring all first and second year pupils 
uth of Folk street, east of Ashland avenue and south of 
e C. , B. and Q. R. R. tracks, to rooms in the Joseph 
edill School, on Henry street near Loomis street. 

Additions to the Lake View and Englewood buildings 
ust be erected before adequate relief can be given to those 
hools. 

The new Hyde Park High School was completed and 
;cupied in May, 1894. Provision has been made for lab- 
atory work in biology, physics and chemistry. The 
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building has an assembly hall, a gymnasium, a reading- 
room and library. There are accommodations for. 918 
pupils. It will be filled in September next by the transfer 
of pupils from the South Division High School which has 
been badly overcrowded. 

The course of study in our High Schools is comprehen- 
ive enough to meet all requirements for admission to higher 
institutions of learning. In *the recent recommendations 
of the Committee of Ten, and in the discussions which have 
followed, it has been gratifying to know that our High 
School system is fully abreast of the demands for change 
and improvement, which that committee recommended. 
The demand for more practical work in the High Schools, 
especially in the sciences, induced the Board of Education 
to fit up laboratories and equip them with necessary appar- 
atus and appliances. 

The results of laboratory practice, in connection with 
the study of the sciences, have been very satisfactory. 
There is, however, a tendency to assume that all knowledge 
in science must be obtained by the pupil along the lines of 
original investigation and through oral instruction, and to 
discard the use of good text-books, which contain the 
results of the investigations of experts who have spent 
their lives in special research. 

The laboratory work should lead to the intelligent use 
of the text-book, which should be in the hands of the 
pupils, and to a greater use of the reference library. 
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The instruction in the languages, history, literature and 
mathematics has not materially changed during the year, 
except that the introduction of an increased amount of 
reading in connection with history and general literature 
has been made. In order that this work may be done with- 
out expense to the pupils, the Board of Education has 
authorized that each High School be furnished with 
standard books in sets of thirty each. 

COLLEGE PREPARATORY COURSE. 

The number of pupils who are preparing for admission 
to college is increasing each year. The location of three 
Universities in Chicago and vicinity induces many to take 
up a college course of study. After careful consideration 
the Board of Education adopted a special college prepara- 
tory course of study and decided to open rooms in the 
various sections of the city where pupils, whose parents 
intend to have them enter the classical course in college, 
can begin the study of Latin in the seventh grade. At the 
close of the school year, notices were sent out to the 
various schools requesting those who desired to take such 
a course to fill out a blank which would indicate their pur- 
pose to enter such a school, and which should be signed 
by the parents of the pupils. Over 150 applications were 
made for admission to such classes, a majority of the 
applicants being located near the Chicago University. 

The Board of Education voted to establish such schools 
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in the Hyde Park High School building, in the Blaine 
Branch of the Lake View High School, and the Grant 
Branch of the West Division High School. The course of 
study will cover a period of six years beginning with the 
seventh grade. The High Schools will continue to do the 
same work that they have done heretofore and preparation 
can be made in them for various college courses ; those, 
however, who begin the study of Latin in the seventh 
grade will have the advantage of a broader and fuller 
preparation, and it is hoped that ultimately many of them 
will enter the classical course in college a year earlier. 
This course of study is not intended to displace the exist- 
ing courses of study, but to put into separate classes those 
who wish to make direct and special preparation for 
admission to some college. The general course of study 
in our High Schools is intended to give the best and fullest 
training possible to pupils, whether they go to college 
or not. 

The outline of study for the college preparatory course, 
as adopted by the Board of Education, may be found in 
the appendix of this report. 

TRAINING CLASS FOR CADETS. 

The first Training Class for Cadets was organized Octo- 
ber 1st, 1893, in the Thomas Hoyne School, corner Cass and 
Illinois streets, where three rooms were set apart for its 
use. There were 176 members in the class, composed of 
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raduates of the various High School* whose average 
tholarship for the four years had been 90 per ceut. and 
i>ove, and those who had passed the regular teacher's 
siirninution but had never taught school. Two teachers 
ere elected, Mrs. Agnes M. Hardinge, who was educated 
the Chicago schools and had been a successful teacher 
i the various departments of them for twenty years, had 
3en a head assistant in a grammar school, and afterwards 
science teacher in the North Division High School, and 
liss Theresa L. McGuire, who was also educated in the 
hicago schools, had taught in various primary grades and 
as one of the most successful head assistants in the 
•tmary schools. Arrangements were made by which the 
lember.-i of the Training Class received instruction during 
le forenoon from 9 to 11:30 a. m., when they were dis- 
lissed and reported for the afternoon session at the school 
i which they were assigned as cadets, where they observed 
ic methods of instruction, assisted the regular teachers 
id conducted recitations occasionally. Instruction was 
iven to the cadets during the morning sessions in the 
ethods of teaching reading, writing, arithmetic, geogra- 
liy, history, music, drawing and calisthenics. 

Courses of lectures in psychology and in school man- 
cement were given by the assistant superintendents. The 
>ecial teachers in drawing, music and physical culture, 
ich instructed the class once a week. 

For many years prior to the organization of the Train- 
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ing Class, inexperienced teachers were assigned to schools 
where they assisted regular teachers in the management of 
the rooms, and were called upon to substitute when teachers 
were absent. As soon as they demonstrated power to 
manage a room, they were appointed to positions in our 
schools. Since the organization of the Training Class the 
instruction which has been given to the cadets in the 
methods and principles of teaching has resulted in making 
them much more effective as teachers. The excellent 
methods, plans and suggestions which have been given, 
have molded and shaped the character of the work of the 
cadets to such an extent that many of the regular teachers 
have become interested in their plans of work and have 
also sought to apply them. The reports of the success of 
the cadets in the various schools, which have been received 
from the principals indicate that this training has proved 
efficient and of great value in their teaching. The teachers 
in the training school devoted the afternoons to an inspec- 
tion of the work of the cadets in the various schools, thus 
enabling them to give suggestions and assistance to those 
who needed them. It also enabled the training teachers to 
familiarize themselves with the character of the work done 
throughout the city, and to present to the cadets the most 
successful methods and plans in general use. 

The first class completed the work outlined by the first 
of February and were appointed to positions as fast as 
there was any demand for their services. While acting as 
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cadets in the Training Class, by action of the Board of 
Education, they were paid the sum of 75c. per day. After 
completing the Training Class work they received $1.00 
per day for their services as trained cadets in the schools 
to which they were assigned. 

Another class, composed of graduates from the High 
Schools, and those who had passed the required examina- 
tions in December, numbering one hundred and thirty-two 
members, was admitted to the Training Class on the 
first of February, and completed their work in June. 
They will be ready for assignment to positions as teachers 
in September next. By this arrangement of two classes 
each year, most of the schools can be supplied with one 
cadet who will be able to assist the regular teachers for 
one-half of each day while receiving instruction. 

The Board of Education may be congratulated upon 
the success which has been achieved in the organization 
of this Training School, resulting in the better prepara- 
tion of the young teachers to whom is committed the 
training of children at the beginning of their school life. 
There is a demand for more extended training and prepa- 
ration of the graduates of our High Schools for the work 
of teaching. At least one year should be given to profes- 
sional training before they should be permitted to take 
charge of fifty children, whose minds and characters are 
in the formative period, and who require the nurture and 
training of a skilled teacher. 
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The Training Class should include a sufficient number 
to furnish 350 teachers each year from the graduates of our 
High Schools, in order to supply the vacancies which will 
occur from time to time in primary grades. I there- 
fore recommend that the course of study in the Training 
Class for Cadets be one year; that two classes be organ- 
ized, one to be admitted in September and the other in 
January of each school year; that the membership be 
determined by examinations; that only graduates of the 
Chicago High Schools, and of other institutions having 

* 

an equivalent course of study, be admitted to examination; 
and that the number admitted to each class at present 
shall not exceed one hundred and eighty. 

PENMANSHIP. 

The request which was made last year that, when writ- 
ing, all pupils be required to take a front position, the 
body erect and well balanced, the arms resting on the desk, 
and that the book, slate or paper should be so placed that 
the eyes would be evenly focused upon the work, has 
resulted in a very great improvement in the penmanship, and 
in a change of the style of writing from the slant to the 
vertical letter, which makes the writing much more legible. 

In the minds of many this change is regarded as 
unwise because the penmanship tycks the graceful curves 
and the slant to which we have been accustomed so long. 
I find that in public libraries, the card catalogues written in 
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the vertical style are preferred because of their quick leg- 
ibility. The entries in abstract book&, and in ledgers, and 
all manuscripts which are written in a plain vertical style 
are easily and quickly read. The general introduction of 
the typewriter has reduced the amount of written work, 
and economy in time demands that all penmanship shall 
be simple, and as legible as possible. The change in the 
position of the body and in the use of the eyes is certainly 
a commendable reform. The general character of the pen- 
manship is improved. 

Many business men who have been accustomed to the 
slant penmanship have found that as soon as they arrange 
their paper directly in front of them, the vertical penman- 
ship is secured without any change in the habits of writing. 

DRAWING-, MUSIC, PHYSICAL CULTURE. 

Drawing has been taught in all grades above the first. 
There has been less time spent on drawing from models 
and more time given to free-hand sketching of objects 
sucb as leaves, fruits, boxes, baskets, vases, and other 
objects nearest the type form. The drawing is slowly 
becoming a means of expressing thought and is being used 
effectively by some teachers in their other class work. 
Drawing will not have its true place in our educational N 
system until it becomes closely related to all other work. 

The instruction in music is received by the pupils as an 
enjoyable recreation. The effort to secure pure tones, well 
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modulated voices, expression in singing adapted to the 
thought, a knowledge of the scale and the power to cor- 
rectly sing its intervals, has been persistent and successful. • 

The physical culture has been continued under the gen- 
eral direction of the special teachers. Successful work in 
this department has been done by the grade teachers, who 
fully realize that it is very important that children should 
have physical recreation daily, and that a change from 
close mental application to the physical exercises usually 
given in the schools, rests and refreshes the pupils, pre- 
serves good nature and is conducive to health. 

GERMAN. 

Instruction in German has been given to ajl pupils in 
the Grammar grades whose parents request that their 
children be permitted to take it. Wherever it has been 
practicable, pupils who speak the language at home have 
been classified by themselves and advanced work has been 
given to them. English speaking children, who begin the 
study of German in the fifth grade, acquire the power to 
read quite readily in the third German reader, and to 
translate fairly well by the time they complete the eighth 
grade. This additional study has not retarded the general 
advancement of pupils or their promotion. 

KINDERGARTENS. 

Ideal methods of education are being constantly pre- 
sented and experiments are being tried in every section of

our country. Children possess certain powers which are 
common to all. The fundamental training is in the home. 
♦ There they acquire their first ideas and the forms of 
expression. There they also obtain their first notions of 
government involving their individual freedom and the 
rights of others. When they enter school they have 
acquired much, and the teacher is confronted with indi- 
viduals possessing certain inherited and developed char- 
acteristics, which she must study and analyze if she 
is to be effective in her work of teaching and training. 
To assume that all minds can be trained in the same way 
and that a prearranged mode of treating a class will 
properly educate each child, is to ignore the obser- 
vations, teSts and experiences of the successful teachers 
of the past. 

Of all ideal methods which have been presented during 
the present century, the kindergarten brings ideas, prin- 
ciples and practices which fundamentally affect all edu- 
cation. Everything that touches the health, senses, 
emotions, impulses, motives, volitions and acts of the 
child are observed, studied and directed with reference 
to their bearing upon the growth and development of 
a symmetrical, physical, mental and moral being. 

Ten kindergartens which had been maintained in 
public school buildings by the Chicago Froebel Associa- 
tion and by the Chicago Kindergarten College, were 
adopted by the Board of Education in October, 1892. 
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During the last school year ten more kindergartens have 
been accepted from these associations or have been estab-, 
lisbed upon petition, thus making twenty kindergartens 
which are now connected with the public school system. 
Thus far the directresses have been selected from those 
who were graduates of one of the Kindergarten Training 
Schools of Chicago. As the number of kindergartens 
increases, the demand for positions in them increases. 
It is of vital importance to the future success of the 
whole system that only well educated and thoroughly 
trained kiridergartners should be employed in these 
schools. I therefore recommend that all applicants for 
positions as kindergartners shall be graduates of some 
.recognized Kindergarten Training School, and shall pass 
an examination testing their general scholarship, and 
their knowledge of kindergarten principles \ and methods, 
before they shall be employed in the public school 
kindergartens. 

The work which has been done in these schools has 
been very satisfactory. Transforming influences are 
touching many young lives, and the educative value of 
the training is shown in the work of such pupils in 
the primary grades. 

REVISED COURSE OF STUDY. 

In a great system of schools where there are a large 
number of teachers employed, and where pupils are 
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changed frequently by promotion or by transfer and are 
brought under the instruction of many different teachers, 
it becomes necessary to classify the subject-matter which 
shall be taught, and to arrange that a certain amount 
of practical and essential work shall be systematically 
studied. 

Courses of study are arranged with special reference 
to a careful selection of the essentials in an elementary 
education. In most instances teachers are unqualified 
to present any original method of studying or of investi- 
gating a subject, and can do no better for their pupils 
than to follow a well-developed system with the neces- 
sary information regarding the subject presented in a 
text-book, until their own study and investigation have 
made them competent to elaborate their individual plans 

« 

of work. 

An outline of study does not necessarily mean that a 
teacher must lose her individuality, or be deprived of 
any originality that she may possess in instructing her 
pupils. 

There are subjects which are closely related to the life 
and surroundings of every child, and afford the moat 
direct and available material for the observation and 
thought of the pupil. 

The movement in education which has sought to con- 
form all educational methods to that which is natural, 
as determined by a close observation of the habits and 
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inclinations of children, has resulted in a radical modifica- 
tion of the methods of primary instruction. 

The child is permitted to see and handle things and to 
talk about them. The living things — the cat, the bird, 
the fish, the caterpillar, the butterfly; the growing plant, 
the opening bud, the blooming flower, the colored fruit; 
the rock, the sand, the soil; the sunshine, the cloud, the 
heat, the cold, the wind, the rain, the snow and ice — all 
attract attention and afford the themes for observation, 
investigation and conversation. 

It is of primary importance that work in Nature Study 
should deal with real things so far as possible. Next to 
the object are the model and the picture, and last the word- 
picture. To depend upon what may be read from books 
or the information which the teacher may collect and tell 
to the children is to defeat the whole purpose of object 
lessons, which are given to cultivate the habits of observa- 
tion, investigation and expression. The knowledge of 
things, their qualities and uses must be the foundation for 
acquiring higher knowledge. Every lesson given should 
have an object in view and a relation to other work which 
is to follow. 

The method pursued should give the training that will 
enable the child to see, to hear, to feel and to inquire into 
all the phenomena of nature ; to compare, to reason and 
to form judgments. 

In the revision of the course of study, the primary 
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geography with its definitions and terms, and its long list 
of eapes, rivers and towns to be located, has been used as a 
reading book and other geographical readers have been 
introduced, in which certain physical features of the 
earth's surface such as the division of land and water, the 
river basins, the drainage, the distribution of plants and 
animals, the mountain masses, and the formation of deltas 
and islands are familiarly presented. A few facts in 
mathematical geography relating to sunrise and sunset, the 
points of the compass and the location of the North Star 
are to be considered ; also a little of the political geogra- 
phy leading from the home surroundings to the city or 
town, to the county, the state, the country, the continent, 
and the whole earth. 

These facts* open the way for the consideration of the 
questions of the exploration, settlement and colonization of 
different parts of the earth. Thus, by general reading, 
familiar talks, illustrations and observations, pupils are 
prepared to study advanced geography and history which 
holds a close relation to it. 

In Arithmetic there has been an elimination of mapy 
things in compound and denominate numbers, in decimals, 
and in the various applications of percentage, which are 
seldom known in ordinary business life and which are of 
no essential value, except as a means of mental exercise. 
Such reduction in arithmetic has been effected that one- 
half of the eighth year will be given to the study of ele- 
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mentary algebra. It is believed that the study of algebra 
for the first half of the eighth grade will enable the pupils 
to take, during the last half of the year, more of advanced 
arithmetic which will be quickly and fully understood 
because of the pupil's power to apply algebraic principles. 

The importance of more continuous and systematic 
instruction in mental arithmetic has been recognized. 
Provision has been made to study the subjects mentally 
before the same are taken up in written arithmetic, thus 
enabling the teachers to develop a correct knowledge of 
the principles involved by using simple illustrative 
examples. Comparatively few of the children will have 
occasion to solve problems dealing with large numbers, but 
all will daily need the power to mentally solve the varied 
problems that are presented in ordinary business life. 
Therefore there should be sight-reading of problems and 
an immediate statement of the result, in addition to the 
oral work which should always be given to secure quick 
mental activity in interpreting number relations. 

The elements of Geometry have also been introduced. 
A series of mathematical studies which should very closely 
accompany all the work done in Arithmetic, has been 
arranged. This form-study involves some of the simple 
propositions of Plane Geometry. It is the purpose to 
have the pupils study and compare the various surfaces 
and solid forms, and to construct their own definitions 
and practical problems. 
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The work in History has been gradually changed during 
the past years by the introduction of historical stories, bio- 
graphical sketches, and the history of the colonies, in sup- 
plementary reading which has laid in the fourth, fifth 
and sixth grades a most excellent foundation for the study 
of American History. The development, of our nation 
and its special form of government has received attention, 
and the study of Civics in the seventh and eighth grades, 
has greatly enlarged the scope of historical study, and 
cultivated patriotism and a high regard for American 
institutions. 

The leading facts in English history have been made a 
part of the course of study in the past through supple- 
mental reading. 

The new course of study provides that a text-book 
shall be used during the first half of the eighth year, and 
that during the last half of the year American history 
shall be reviewed. Experience has shown that a broader 
and better knowledge of the history of our country can 
be obtained by having a knowledge of the English people, 
of whom we were a part prior to the War for Independence. 

The course provides that the study of English, which 
is commenced in the first grade and continued to the 
eighth, shall be closely allied to every subject taught, 
and as soon as the power to read for the thought is 
acquired, then as far as possible the reading lessons shall 
be selected with special reference to the various subjects 
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which are to be studied, as geography, history, science 
and mathematics. The course in English, which was 
greatly modified several years ago by the introduction of 
choice selections in literature, and even whole composi- 
tions, has not been materially changed. The study of the 
formation of words, their inflections, and the sentence 
construction, were made secondary and subservient to the 
thought. Instead of a text-book of grammar being made 
the basis of all language study, it is now made a reference 
book for the pupils, as special words and forms of expres- 
sion in literature are selected and studied from time to 
time. In other words, it is the intention to have the work 
in English so arranged that correct thinking must first be 
established, and then correct expression of thought 
secured, after which the grammatical terms and rules shall 
be acquired. 

WORLD'S FAIR. 

The schools were dismissed one week, Oct. 16th to 21st 
inclusive, to enable all children to attend the Fair. 
Through the generosity of public-spirited citizens, to whom 
appeals were made by Mr. A. H. Revell, member of the 
Board of Education, free tickets of admission were pro- 
vided for all school children who had not attended the 
great Exposition. About forty thousand free tickets were 
thus distributed. Classes accompanied by their teachers 
frequently visited the Fair and made a special study of the 
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life, customs, productions and manufactures of foreign 
countries. In every respect the Exposition was a won- 
derful object lesson to the children of Chicago. At the 
close of the Fair many specimens of the mineral and 
vegetable products of the world were donated to the 
public schools. The very complete exhibit of the various 
departments of the educational work of this city, which 
was placed in the Illinois Building, received much atten- 
tion and was highly commended by visitors from foreign 
countries and from other States. 

The following awards were made to the public schools 
of the City of Chicago: 

Manual Training, Drawing, Primary Work, Interme- 
diate Work and High School Work. 

CONCLUSION. 

The rapid growth of Chicago has taxed the resources 
of the city to the utmost to provide the necessary buildings 
for the care of the children and to pay the salaries of addi- 
tional teachers. 

All changes in the course of study have been made with 
the purpose of giving the children a better and broader 
preparation for life's work and for American citizenship. 
The wholesome moral impressions, which are being made 
upon the pupils by regular attendance, continuous and 
interesting study, self-discipline, the recognition of the 
rights of others, and by the faithful teaching, wise counsels 
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and ennobling influences of conscientious teachers, will 
certainly develop a class of young men and women, who 
will be equipped for lives of usefulness. 

Nearly four thousand teachers are devoting the best 
years of their lives to the service of the City. As a body 
they are progressive in their efforts to become better 
teachers, are loyal to all the requirements of the Board, 
and are devoted to the progress and development of their 
pupils. 

The Principals have wisely managed the discipline of 
their schools, attended to the promotions of pupils, directed 
and supervised the instruction of their assistants, carried 
out the suggestions of the Superintendents, and have 
earnestly endeavored to make their schools efficient in 
every respect. 

The Special Teachers and Supervisors have faithfully 
and effectively directed the work of their departments, 
have given special instruction to new and inexperienced 
teachers after school and on Saturdays, and have en- 
deavored to keep their work in close and harmonious 
relations to the other studies. 

The Assistant Superintendents have unitedly labored 
to carry out the purposes and plans of the Board of Edu- 
cation in directing the educational work of the city. They 
have systematically visited the schools in their respective 
districts, advised the principals and teachers, suggested 
better methods of instruction, instructed the cadets of the 
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Training Class once a week, and have heartily co-Operated 
with the Superintendent in administering all the varied 
duties of his office. 

The members of the Board of Education have given 
much valuable time, at a personal sacrifice, to the educa- 
tional interests of Chicago, involving all questions relating 
to the education of the youth of the city, the employment 
o 4,500 employes and the expenditure of $5,491,954.28. 

I desire to express to the members of the Board my 
sincere thanks for many acts of personal and official kind- 
ness.

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COMMITTEE ON HIGH SCHOOLS. 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago : 

The Committee having in charge the management of the 
High Schools, present the following report for the year 
ending June, 1894: 

No new High Schools have been added to the jurisdic- 
tion of the city since the annexation of 1889, but the 
rapid growth in population has had a marked effect upon 
the attendance of pupils in these schools, until very soon 
there will be more pupils than there are accommodations 
for seating them. 

The new Hyde Park High School building, 57tb street 
and Kim bark avenue, with all its modern equipments, was 
opened for the transfer of pupils from the old building in 
March of the present year. It was erected with the expec- 
tation that it would answer all the demands of that district 
for many years to come, and yet it is believed that at the 
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opening of the schools in September the actual member- 
ship will exceed the seating capacity of the school. 

If, before the building has been occupied one year, it 
proves too small, how shall we meet the needs of the 
near future ? 

The West Division High School, erected only a few 
years ago, to accommodate 1,200 pupils, has completely 
outgrown its capacity. Four rooms will be used in the 
Grant School, a mile away, in September, and several 
additional rooms must be secured to accommodate the 
overflow. There will be, therefore, under the supervision 
of this school, about 500 pupils more than the main build- 
ing has capacity for, a number sufficiently large for an 
entirely new school. 

We believe that the best interests of the High Schools 
demand that there should be under the control of the same 
Principal not more than 1,000 pupils. 

The Lake View High School, which was built for two 
hundred and fifty pupils in 1886, has about five hundred 
in actual attendance this year, which number will be 
increased by one hundred in September. It was exceed- 
ingly fortunate that a new grammar school, the Blaine, was 
erected in the vicinity, five blocks away, two years ago. 
Here have been congregated the entire first year class, 
but before the close of another year this building will be 
needed in all its capacity for grammar and primary pupils, 
and unless steps are taken at once for an additional build- 
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ing at Lake View, it will be quite impossible to provide 
for those who will expect the privileges of the Lake View 
High School in September, 1895. No portion of the city is 
likely to grow more rapidly than the north division, and 
every interest of prudence and economy demands the 
immediate attention of the Board of Education to the abso- 
lute needs of this district. 

The Calumet High School, at 80th St. and Wright 
Avenue, is subject to many inconveniences which should 
be remedied at as early a date as possible. That school 
has, at present, no habitation, and is temporarily occupy- 
ing the assembly room of the Auburn Park Grammar 
School. The continued growth of the latter will neces- 
sitate in all probability during the coming year, the 
removal of the high school to other quarters. At present, 
no other building can be provided. The high school itself 
is increasing numerically, and it is imperative that during 
the coming year some provision should be made for a 
suitable school building to accommodate it. 

Other schools, notably the North Dvision, Englewood, 
and South Chicago, have reached, or are nearing 
the extreme limit of their capacity, and the actual member- 
ship of the High Schools at the opening of another year 
will exceed the number of sittings provided for the 
pupils. 

HISTORY. 

In studying the present needs of these schools, and in 
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forecasting the demands which the immediate future will 
make upon us, it may be well to briefly retrospect. 

As early as 1843, the Board of Education, speaking of 
the crowded condition of the schools, said, "Had we the 
means, the establishment of a High School with two good 
teachers, into which might be placed a hundred of the best 
instructed scholars from the different schools, would 
remedy this increasing evil," and yet, so difficult is it to 
introduce an innovation into the body politic, so gradual 
is the growth of every great idea, that not until 1856, 
after thirteen years of agitation more or less spirited, was 
the first High School opened. In the report of a committee 
issued December, 1852, the following arguments for the 
establishment of a High School for Chicago were touched 
upon, arguments, which the experience of forty years have 
proved to be prophetic, and whose forcef ulness is demon- 
strated in the expansive and expanding educational system 
of our great city to-day, whose twelve High Schools, as 
the crown of that system, show the foresight and wisdom 
of those who from 1840 to 1856 labored so zealously for 
these higher educational advantages. The report says: 
4 'It (the High School) opens the door to general education 
for the poor as well as the rich." "It will elevate the 
standard of education in our common schools." "It will 
be a school in which teachers will be trained to supply our 
future wants." 

"Whenever the common school system has been adopted 
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in the larger cities of our country, High Schools have been 
invariably a subsequence, and are deemed eminently essen- 
tial to complete the machinery of education," "And, lastly, 
the great interests of our country demand every effort 
which promises to sustain and perpetuate our free institu- 
tions Enlighten the masses and there is comparative 

safety, for with universal suffrage there must be universal 
education." 

The first High School was organized October 8, 1856, 
and after two previous examinations with the standard of 
admission fixed at 50 per cent, about 120 pupils were 
admitted, but a much less number really entered the school, 
for there were only 156 in attendance as late as July, 1859. 

When the first High School was opened in 1856, 
with 120 pupils, there were about 2,500 in the common 
schools; if we multiply this number by 60 it will make 
150,000, or about the number in the common schools to- 
day, and the 120 multiplied by 60 equals 7,200 or about 
the number in our High Schools to-day, showing that the 
ratio of the High School to the common school pupils in 
1856, which was 1 in 20, or 5 per cent., still maintains 
itself, notwithstanding the stupendous growth of popula- 
tion, the heterogeneous elements of which it is composed, 
the establishment of multiplied private schools and acade- 
mies, and the marvelous increase of wealth which enables 
the rich to educate their children in the more fashionable 
schools of the East. In other words the High Schools 
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have maintained the popularity predicted of them, and are 
accomplishing the ends for which they were designed. 

STATISTICS. 

At fir&t thought, the fact that there are twelve public 
High Schools in the city, seems extraordinary, but when 
we remember that in a population of 1,600,000 people, 
this means only one school to 133,000 population, the 
wonder vanishes, for on a basis of 200 pupils to each school, 
which is about the number which attend the High School 
in cities of 25,000 people, we have thirty schools or only 
one to every 53,000 population. The twelve High Schools 
of the city to-day have an average attendance in each of 
500 pupils, and on a basis of 200 pupils for each 25,000 of 
population, and with our High Schools built to accommo- 
date 500 pupils each, we would need twenty -six schools. 
If, therefore, each one of the High Schools now in the City 
of Chicago had a capacity for 1,000 pupils each, we would 
have accommodations about equal to those provided in the 
small cities, except in matter of distance. It is an estab- 
lished fact that the presence of a High School creates a 
supply of pupils, and the nearer the school to the homes 
of the children the larger the number that will attend. In 
the extreme length of the city, over twenty-five miles, 
there are at a reasonable distance from the lake shore, five 
High Schools, viz., Lake View, North Division, South 
Division, Hyde Park and South Chicago. These schools 
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average over four miles apart, while the Lake View and 
South Chicago, are each several miles respectively from 
the northern and southern limits of the city. At these 
schools there was an attendance at the close of the month 
of September, 1893, 2,562 pupils. 

On the entire west side of the city, the largest division, 
there are but three High Schools (if^ we except the English 
High and Manual Training, which had an attendance at 
the close of September of 256 pupils), and one of these is 
in the township of Jefferson, several miles west, on the 
C. & N.-W. R. R., and had in September 151 pupils. In 
the three schools there were 2,004 pupils. This number 
would undoubtedly be nearly doubled were there suitable 
and convenient accommodations for pupils in this great 
and growing division of the city. The two High Schools in 
the North Division had an attendance in September of 
1,056 pupils. The three in the West Division 2,004, and 
the six in the South Division 2,376. These statistics 
invite careful study in the solution of the problem, how to 
make the attendance upon our High Schools more conven- 
venient, how to spread their good influence until it shall 
permeate all parts of the city, and how to stimulate a 
larger increase of attendance upon these schools, the col- 
leges of the common people. 

The number of children who graduated from the 
eighth grade in June, 1893, was 4,136. The number 
which entered the first year of the High School in Septem - 
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ber 1893, was 2,422, or 59 per cent, of those who left the 
common schools the previous June. The number of pupils 
who graduated from the eighth grade June, 1894, was 
5,185. We await with interest' the attendance upon the 
High Schools in September, 1894. 

The total membership for September, 1891, was 5,222 
and for June, 1892, 4,098, showing a decrease of 21 per 
cent. The membership for September, 1892, was 5,550, 
and for June, 1893, was 4,360, a decrease of 21 per cent. 
The total membership for September, 1893, was 5,692, 
and for June, 1894, was 4,929, a decrease of less than 12 
per cent. 

It will be most gratifying if this marked difference in 
the ratio of decrease between the two previous years and 
the year just closed shall continue. The largest per cent, 
of decrease was in the Northwest Division High School 
where there was an attendance of 453 in September and 
359 in June, a decrease of 21 per cent. The smallest 
decrease of attendance from September to June was in the 
following schools : Jefferson High, a little less than 5 per 
cent. : South Chicago, a little less than 6 per cent. ; Lake 
High, a little more than 6 per cent. ; and Englewood High, 
a little less than 8 per cent. 

The decrease of attendance in the West Division and 
Lake View Schools just equalled the general average 12 
per cent., while the North Division lost 19 per cent., the 
South Division 16 per cent., the Calumet 14 per cent., Hyde 
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Park 13 per cent. In September, 1891, the first-year class 
constituted 45J per cent, of the total membership; in Sep- 
tember, 1892, 44J per cent., and in September, 1893, 42£ 
per cent., which shows a very gradual yet steady increase 
in the number of pupils who remain to complete the courso 
of study. 

Six hundred and fifty-eight pupils graduated from the 
High Schools in June, 1894, at an average age of 19 years. 
The oldest graduate was in the Northwest Division High 
(26 years and 10 months), and the youngest a pupil of the 
Jefferson High (15 years and 10 months). 

Of the total enrollment of pupils for this year, 1893-4 
(6,189), 44 per cent, were in the 1st year, 28 per cent, in 
the 2d year, 16 per cent, in the 3d year, and 12 per cent, in 
the 4th year. 

Of the total number 29 per cent, were boys and 71 per 
cent, were girls. 

CONCLUSION. 

With our increasing facilities for instruction, with our 
better laboratory equipments, with our improving methods 
of teaching, with the employment of instructors better 
educated and of larger successful experience, who may be 
secured by a radical change in the method of examination 
of candidates, and with additional schools more accessible 
to pupils, there is every reason to hope that in the near 
future, the High Schools of Chicago will challenge com- 
parison with any of the secondary schools, private or 
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public, in the country, and constitute a more and more 
important leaven in assimilating all classes of our hetero- 
geneous society, and in producing a much higher grade of 
honorable citizenship.

COMMITTEE ON THE ENGLISH HIGH AND 
MANUAL TRAINING SCHOOL, 1893-4. 



To the Board of Education of tlte City of Chicago: 

The Committee on the English High and Manual Train- 
ing School begs leave to present the following report : 

The total enrollment for the year just ended was 268, 
and the average attendance 226. , This, though somewhat 
a decrease from the preceding year, yet contains much 
that is encouraging. The entrance classes to almost all 
institutions of learning, in September, 1893, were much 
smaller than educators had been led to expect, and, though 
the School had its share of the losses, yet it had its propor- 
tion of the students entering the high schools. The especial 
features of encouragement lie in the fact that almost every 
student who had gained promotion in the school year 
1892-3 returned to take the second or third year of the 
course. A school that binds a large body of young men

to it, at an age when all of their inclinations are driving 
them out into the world of work and business, and per- 
suades them to spend one or two more years in getting a 
better preparation for life's active work, cannot be consid- 
ered as a failure. 

Of the fifty-one young men who were graduated from 
the school in June, 1894, more than thirty said that they 
would not have attended any school after leaving the Gram- 
mar school had it not been for the manual training con- 
nected with the academic studies. 

The prospect for a large increase in the number of 
the students admitted in September, 1894, is very good. 
About 270 have signified their intention of entering. If 
but 200 of these carry out their intentions the school will 
be badly cramped for room. We have accommodations, 
at present, for about 300 students. This fact makes it 
clear that something should be done to provide for this 
evident demand for manual instruction, either by enlarging 
this school or providing schools in the other divisions of 
the city where the same kind of work can be pursued. It 
is very evident that by September, 1895, this school can 
by no means accommodate those desiring admission. 

As suggested in last year's report, something has 
been done to make the principals, teachers and pupils 
of the grammar schools acquainted with the school, its 
outfit and the scope of its work. Invitations were sent 
to the principals of many of the grammar schools and the 
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boys of the eighth grade to visit the school on a certain 
day. These invitations were indorsed by the Super- 
intendent of Schools, and they resulted in visits from 
nearly 600 boys, accompanied by the principals or head 
assistants of the schools. These visits were made in the 
months of May and June and aroused much enthusiasm. 
It is expected the results will be seen in the number and 
character of the class entering in September. 

The Principal of the school has furnished the following 
outline or summary of the work accomplished: 

"The main feature of the shop work during the past year 
has been an effort to bring the work more closely to the student. 
To accomplish this we have discarded attempts to make the 
large objects so common in manual training schools, and dis- 
playing but little individual work, and have turned attention 
to making and finishing many smaller objects which the student 
can complete for himself to take home as his own property. 
The influence of this kind of work has been shown in an 
increased interest and enthusiasm in regard to the work. To 
attain this end we have made many glove and handkerchief 
boxes and foot and blacking stools of polished wood; in pattern 
work we have made the pattern of a foot lathe which next year 
will be constructed in the foundry and machine shop of the 
school for the individual use of the student. It is intended to 
carry this individual work to as great an extent as possible. 

A summary of the work is as follows: 

First Year. 

1,000 turning exercises. 
500 joinery exercises. 
750 patterns. 

120 glove and handkerchief boxes. 
100 stools and blacking boxes. 
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In addition to the above patterns the class made: 
Patterns for a foot wood lathe. 
Patterns for a foot ironworker's lathe. 

In the Second Year, which is devoted to Foundry and Forge 
work, the class accomplished the following: 

1,000 exercises in moulding and casting. 
(This included all the brass and many of the small iron castings 
used in the machine shop.) 

4,000 exercises in forging. 
30 lamp stands. 
Beside these the class furnished many forgings for exercises 
and repairs used in the other shops. 

In the Third Tear the class has made: 
2 speed lathes. 
1 marine compound engine. 
1 patternmaker's lathe. 
The above are from our own patterns. Besides these the 
regular exercises in chipping and filing, screw cutting, turning, 
polishing, etc., were gone through with. 

Of the 51 graduates of last year 17 expect to enter some 
higher institution of learning. This is an indication of a healthy 
state of affairs." 

The Committee recommend that immediate steps be 
taken looking to the establishing of similar schools in 
each of the other sections of the city, or that the facilities 
of the present school be enlarged so as to accommodate 
all who may apply for admission.

Committee on Buildings and Grounds. 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Your Committee on Buildings and Grounds respect- 
fully reports the following summary of the work done 
under their supervision during the school year 1893-94. 

To keep pace with the remarkable growth of the city, 
and provide suitable accommodations for the large increase 
of children of school age, your Committee have taken up 
the work laid down by the Committee of 1892-93, and are 
able to show a gratifying exhibit in the way of erection of 
new buildings, and improvement and enlargement of old 
buildings. 

While much has been accomplished, the erection of a 
number of needed buildings was necessarily postponed on 
account of the lack of funds. To meet the more urgent 
demands of certain districts the list of rented buildings 
has been increased, and this temporary expedient must be 
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continued until, by an issue of bonds, or by other measures, 
a sufficient sum of money may be available to bring the 
facilities for a common school education up to the standard 
of growth established in the manufacturing and mercantile 
life of Chicago, and of the more advanced educational in- 
stitutions that offer rare opportunities for a high scholarship. 

The appropriation made by the City Council for school 
purposes for the year 1892 was $5,450,000, and for the 
year 1893, $5,550,000. This increase of $100,000 was 
inadequate to carry out the design and wish of your Com- 
mittee in the purchase of additional sites and the erection 
of new buildings to take the place of rented quarters, 
which are, at the best, far below the standard of excellence 
required in the sanitary and other conditions of the build- 
ings erected by the Board of Education. 

An increase in teachers' salaries for the school year of 
1893-4 over those of the school year of 1892-3 of $478,- 
433.85, or 18.7 per cent, as against the increased appro- 
priation of $100,000, or 1.8 per cent., will demonstrate the 
embarrassing conditions confronting this Committee in their 
efforts to afford relief sought for in petitions that came in 
from all districts of our city, more especially from the 
newly annexed parts, which show a phenomenal increase 
of population since they have enjoyed the advantages of 
better transportation, fire and police protection, and a 
more comprehensive system of street improvements than 
they had prior to annexation. 
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That you may have a more comprehensive idea of what 
has been accomplished with the funds intrusted to the dis- 
posal of your Committee a summary of work done, is here- 
with submitted, etc. 

SCHOOL SITES. 

There has been expended the sum of $180,500, for the 
purchase of new sites and additional lots for the enlarge- 
ment of old sites, as follows: 

For the relief of the Calhoun School District in section 
east of Garfield Park, and south of Madison street, 275x 
182.7 feet, south front on Adams street, between Kedzie 
and Spaulding avenues, at a cost of $32,000. 

For the relief of a well-settled portion of the Kelvyn 
Grove School District, northeast of the Hermosa Branch 
240x125.5 feet, on the northeast corner of Keeney and 
Dickens avenues, at a cost of $4,400. 

For the enlargement of the West Pullman School site, 
50x123.5 feet at a cost of $600. 

For the relief of the Hedges School District, the south- 
west corner of Page and 46th streets, with a frontage on 
Page street of 242.5 feet and a depth on 46th street of 
124.7 feet at a cost of $8,000. 

For the relief of the Wells School District 192x124.3 
feet, south front, on Augusta street, between Noble street 
and Ashland avenue at a cost of $27,500. 

For the better accommodation of a rapidly improving 
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district lying north of Washington Park, between Cottage 
Grove avenue and the Grand Boulevard, 200x127.96 ft., 
on the southeast corner of St. Lawrence avenue and 49th 
street, at a cost of $21,800. 

To provide a site in place of that on the southwest corner 
of 66th street and St. Lawrence avenue, which had become 
undesirable for a school on account of the contemplated 
extension of the elevated road, an exchange was recom- 
mended to the City Council, with Howard K. Brooks, for 
216x121.85 ft., west front, on Champlain avenue, between 
65th and 66th streets, the difference, in exchange, to be 
paid by the Board, being $3,500. The Council passed an 
order for the exchange, and a voucher was issued for 
the above amount. 

Pending a settlement, however, of the exchange, the 
Mayor discovered that no school property could be dis- 
posed of without first advertising the same, and then dis- 
posing of it to the highest bidder. This unforseen obstacle 
has delayed the proposed erection of a new building on this 
site, much to the disappointment of your Committee, and 
has deprived many children of more than a half day in 
school, and some of the entire day on account of the lack 
of accommodations. The Council having now taken the 
proper legal step to bring about the exchange, it is confi- 
dently expected that a building will be commenced and 
well advanced towards completion before the close of the 
fiscal year. 
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For the relief of the Elston Road Branch in the Avon- 
dale School District, 215.97x125.7 ft. on Thomas avenue, 
west front, north of and near Belmont avenue, at a cost of 
$5,400. 

For the relief of the Rogers and Clark School Districts, 
192x124 ft. on Henry street, between Throop and Loomis 
streets, at a cost of $21,000. 

For the relief of the Brainard School District, 192.53x 
124.24 ft., southeast corner of Washburne avenue and 
Kobey street, at a cost of $15,000. 

For the relief of the Walsh School district, 192x- 
122.55 feet on String street, west front, between 16th 
and 18th streets, at a cost of $27,000. 

For the enlargement of the Woodlawn Branch School 
site, 50 feet fronting on Hope avenue and running 
through to Grace avenue, a depth of 190 feet, at a 
cost of $8,500. 

For the relief of a growing settlement in the new 
subdivision of Chicago Heights in the Bowen School 
district, 201.1x125.59 feet, southeast corner of Phillip 
avenue and 92d street, at a cost of $5,800. 

NEW BUILDINGS COMPLETED. 

The following new buildings, for which contract* were 
awarded during the school year of 1892-3, and which 
were reported as being in process of erection, have been 
opened: 
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SOUTH DIVISION. 

The Hermann Raster School Building, located on the 
northeast corner of Wood and 70th streets, was opened 
September 5, 1893. It affords relief to a large district 
that had suffered much in the past for want of accom- 
modations, and has allowed the cancellation of several 
leases of rented buildings. The total cost of this 
building, including heating and ventilating apparatus and 
furniture, was $42,200. It is an eight-room building, 
with seating capacity for 457 pupils. The average 
attendance for June, 1894, was 324. 

Fifty-fifth Street School Building, a branch of the 
Doran School, located on the southeast corner of 55th 
street and Blanchard avenue, was opened September 5, 
1893. This is one of the class of four-room temporary 
frame buildings erected to afford relief to a section of 
the city where there is a steady growth in population, 
and is expected to meet the requirements for several 
years. The cost of this building was $10,934.16, fully 
completed and furnished. The seating capacity is 220, 
and the average membership for June, 1894, was 160. 

The George William Curtis School Building, located 
on the southeast corner of Stanwood avenue and State 
street, was opened September 6, 1893. It has sixteen 
class rooms and assembly hall, with a seating capacity of 
864 pupils. The opening of this building permitted the 
closing of the Kensington school building, in the imme- 
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diate vicinity of which business had so encroached as to 
make the location quite inaccessible for a large number of 
children in the district. The average membership for June, 
1894, was 694. The cost of the building, including heat- 
ing apparatus and furniture, was $78,363.41. 

The Ellis Avenue School Building^ located on the 
northeast corner of 72d street, was opened September 5, 
1893. It is one of the class of four room frame buildings 
erected for a temporary accommodation of outlying dis- 
tricts, and built in such a way that it may be removed to 
some other locality when the requirements demand a 
larger building. The cost, including furnace heating and 
ventilation, was $12,971.43. The seating capacity is for 
228 pupils. The average membership for June, 1894, 
was 200. 

The Hyde Parle High /School Building, located on 
Kimbark avenue, between 56th and 57th streets, was 
opened March 26, 1894. It has thirty-four class rooms 
and assembly hall, and in architectural beauty will com- 
pare favorably with any other public school building in 
the country. It is supplied with the most perfect system 
of steam heating, sanitary ventilation, and electric service. 
It is the largest High School building in the city, and in the 
finish and furnishings throughout is considered to be the 
most complete and suitably adapted for the purpose of its 
erection. 

The laboratories are numerous, and supplied with the 
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latest and best chemical, philosophical and biological appa- 
ratus. The gymnasium, fitted up and equipped at an 
expense of $2,425, and placed under the charge of com- 
petent instructors, must contribute materially to the 
physical development of the pupils, as well as afford them 
relaxation during school hours without interference with 
their studies. 

The first contracts for erection were awarded May 10, 
1893, and the work was prosecuted with such vigor that 
in less than one year the building was completed. The 
rapidly increasing number of pupils desirous of a higher 
education, who reside in this part of our city, may hope- 
fully expect to find accommodations here for a number of 
years to come. 

The cost of this building, including fitting up laborato- 
ries, was $130,807.79. The furniture and apparatus cost 
an additional sum of about $10,000, making the total cost 
approximate $141,000. The seating capacity is for 938 
pupils, and the average membership for June, 1894, was 
544. 

WEST DIVISION. 

The Whittier School Building, located on the north- 
west corner Lincoln and Moore streets, was opened Sep- 
tember 5, 1893. It has sixteen class rooms and assembly 
hall. The cost of building and furnishing same was $78,- 
808.72. It has a seating capacity for 1,000 pupils, and 
had an average membership in June, 1894, of 858. The 
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opening of this new building will give much needed relief 
to the Cooper and Froebel School districts. 

The Lafayette School Building, located on the north- 
west corner of Augusta street and Washtenaw avenue, was 
opened September 5, 1893, and will relieve a thickly set- 
tled section in the Columbia School District that has in 
the past depended on rented buildings for accommodations. 
It is a sixteen-room building, and, including furniture, cost 
$75,798. It has a seating capacity for 959 pupils. The 
average membership for June, 1894, was 929. 

The George Howland School Building, located on the 
southwest corner of Spaulding avenue and Sixteenth street, 
was opened September 11, 1893, and will provide accom- 
modations for the district west of Douglas Park, that here- 
tofore has been practically without them. It is a sixteen- 
room building, with assembly hall, and has a seating 
capacity for 862 pupils. The average membership for 
June, 1894, was 691. The cost of the building and fur- 
niture was $78,963.16. 

The Lowell School Building, located on the northwest 
corner of Weage and Sheridan avenues, was opened March 
5, 1894. It is a sixteen-room building with assembly hall. 
The opening of this school relieves a long felt want for bet- 
ter and more ample accommodations than could be sup- 
plied with rented buildings. The district relieved is south 
of North avenue, lying between Humboldt Park and the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad, and is rapidly building up. 
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The building complete and furnished cost $73,862.66. It 
has a seating capacity for 1,164 pupils, and had an aver- 
age membership of 1,010 in June, 1894. The contracts for 
this building were let April 12, 1893, and the bids of con- 
tractors evidenced an anticipated cheapening in the cost of 
labor and material that had reached high figures in con- 
sequence of the unusual demand stimulated by prepara- 
tions in all parts of the city for the World's Columbian 
Exposition, and which has now practically ceased. 

The Sumner School Building, located on West Forty- 
third street, west front, between Colorado avenue and 
Harrison street, was opened May 7, 1894. It is a six- 
teen room building, with assembly hall, divided up by 
rolling partitions into two class rooms, and has a seating 
capacity for 864 pupils. The cost of the building com- 
plete and furniture was $76,956.22. The average mem- 
bership for June, 1 894, was 388. The district accommo- 
dated by the opening of this school extends from West 
Twelfth street on the south, Madison street on the north, 
and from Garfield Park on the east to the citv limits on 
the west, an entire new field, and this building marks the 
path of progress from the center to the outlying bound- 
aries of the city, which extend in all directions. 

The Jackson School Building, located on Sholto 
street, with frontages also on Good and Better streets, 
was opened February 5, 1894. This is in a very thickly 
settled section, where many children have been confined 
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to a half day in school, and those drawn hence from the 
Goodrich and Polk Street School districts will give needed 
relief to those schools. The building complete, with 
furniture, cost $67,571.77. It has eighteen rooms, with 
a seating capacity for 972 pupils. The average member- 
ship for June was 688. 

NORTH DIVISION. 

The Brentano School Building, located on Linden 
avenue, between Evergreen and Diversey avenues, was 
opened September 5, 1893, and will give relief to the 
Maplewood School district. It has sixteen class rooms 
and assembly hall, with a seating capacity for 993 pupils. 
The cost of building and furnishing same was $77,574.55. 
The average membership for June, 1894, was 820. 

The Drummond School Building, located on the 
southwest corner of Clybourn place and Girard street, 
was opened October 10, 1893. It is a sixteen-room 
building, with assembly hall, and will afford relief to the 
Burr School district, and also the eastern section of the 
Langland School district. It has a seating capacity for 
859 pupils, and the average membership in June, 1894, 
was 741. The building, completed and furnished, cost 
$75,733.19. 

The Blaine School Building, located on the north- 
east corner of Grace and Sheldon streets, was opened 
September 11, 1893. It is a sixteen-room building, 
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with assembly hall, divided off by rolling partitions into 
two class rooms, and while a little in advance of the 
requirements of the district in which it is located, the 
increase in population warrants the belief that in a com- 
paratively short time the building will have a membership 
average up to its full capacity. It has a seating capacity 
for 972 pupils, and the average membership in June, 1894, 
was 590 in the Grammar and Primary grades. The Lake 
View High School uses four class rooms and the assembly 
hall. The cost, including furniture, was $77,117.77. 

The Audubon School Building, located on the north 
west corner of Cornelia street and Hoyne avenue, was 
opened February 5, 1894. It is a sixteen- room building, 
with assembly hall, divided by rolling partitions into two 
class rooms. The cost of building and furniture was 
$72,764.90. The seating capacity is for 1,080 pupils, with 
an average membership for June, 1 894, of 965. The open 
ing of this building will give accommodations for a locality 
that has for several years pleaded for school privileges 
that were impossible to .provide, owing to the lack of funds, 
and will permit the abandonment of three rented buildings. 
Even with the increased accommodations furnished, it has 
been found necessary to renew the lease of one of the 
rented buildings, a fact which is mentioned to show how 
impossible it is to keep up in school accommodations with 
the growth of the city. 

The Louis Nettelhorst School Building, fronting on 
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Evanston avenue, School and Melrose streets, was opened 
September 5, 1893. It is a sixteen-room building, 
with assembly hall, and is one of the most imposing in 
architectural beauty and completeness of interior arrange- 
ments of the school buildings of the city. It has a seat- 
ing capacity for 864 pupils, and with the old building on 
the site that was formerly known as the Lake View No. 1, 
will furnish accommodations for 1,118 pupils. The aver- 
age membership for June, 1894, was 979. The cost, 
including the furniture, was $74,788.73. 

The Leavitt Street and Belle Plaine Avenue School 
Building was opened September 5, 1893. This is a four- 
room frame building, and is located in a district north of 
Graceland avenue, between Lincoln avenue and the North 
Branch of the Chicago River, where the children have been 
compelled to walk more than a mile to school or remain at 
home. The seating capacity is for 216 pupils, and the 
average membership for June, 1894, was 142. The build- 
ing and furniture cost $11,548.11. 

In addition to the list of buildings erected on new sites, 
contracts were awarded by the Committee for 1892-3 for 
additions to buildings on old sites, which have been com- 
pleted and opened in the past school year, as follows : 

SOUTH DIVISION. 

Addition to the J. If. Thorp School Building, located 
on the southeast corner of 89th street and Superior ave- 
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nue, was opened September 5, 1893. It has eight rooms, 
and, with the old part, makes a twelve-room building, 
fronting on Superior avenue. The cost, including furni- 
ture, and alterations necessitated to the old building, was 
$31,616.52. The seating capacity is for 432 pupils, in- 
creasing the accommodations of the entire building to 613 
sea tings. The average membership for June, 1894, was 
474, and one room devoted to the Kindergarten. 

Addition to the Kershaw School Building, located on 
Winter street, west front, between 64th and 65th streets, 
was opened September 5, 1893. It is a twelve-room 
building, with assembly hall. It is a separate building 
south of the old building, and has a seating capacity of 
648 — increasing the accommodations provided at this 
School to twenty-seven rooms, with a seating capacity of 
1,271 pupils. The average membership in June, 1894, 
was 1,000. The cost of this addition, including furniture, 
was $69,504.97. 

Additions to the Yale School Building, located on Sev- 
entieth street, fronting also on Yale and Webster avenues, 
were opened January 8, 1894. This improvement con- 
sists of two six- room additions added to the east and west 
sides of the old building, with an assembly hall in the east 
addition. In connection with the erection of these additions, 
an entire remodeling of the old building was made, and 
additional rooms were fitted up on the upper floor. Steam 
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heating was substituted for furnaces, and a perfect system 
of ventilation was introduced. A new boiler house and 
engine room was erected. The closets in the basement 
were removed, and others provided outside of the build- 
ing. The cost of the additions and alterations to the old 
building, including furniture, was $67,388.46. The seat- 
ing capacity added will accommodate 648 pupils, making 
the capacity of the entire building for 1,083 pupils. The 
average membership for June, 1894, was 444. There are 
eight unused rooms at the present time. 

WEST DIVISION. 

Addition to the Wicker Park School Building, located 
on Evergreen avenue, near Robey street, was opened Janu- 
ary 8, 1894. It has nine rooms and assembly hall, and will 
accommodate 486 pupils. It is built in front of the old 
building, and together they make a building of 25 rooms, 
with a seating capacity for 1,35C pupils. The average 
membership for June, 1894, was 1,108. The cost, includ- 
ing furniture, was $52,839.32. 

Addition to the Andersen School Building, located on 
Lincoln street, near Division street, was opened January 8, 
1894. It has 12 rooms with a seating capacity for 648 
pupils, and is joined to the old building, making the entire 
building one, with 27 rooms and a seating capacity for 1,536 
pupils. The average membership for June, 1894, was 
1,432. The cost, including furniture, was $57,390.96. 
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Addition to the Washburne School Building, located on 
West 14th street, near Union street, was opened January 
8, 1894. It has a seating capacity for 324 pupils, and con- 
tains six rooms, making, as enlarged, a building with 24 
rooms and a seating capacity for 1,561 pupils. The cost, 
including furniture, was $26,271.07. The average mem- 
bership for June, 1894, was 1,440. 

Addition to Ar?nour Street School Building, located on 
Armour street, near Ohio street, was opened January 8, 
1894. It has six rooms, with a seating capacity for 324 
pupils, enlarging the building to 21 rooms, and increasing 
the seating capacity to 1,186. The cost, including furni- 
ture, was $31,575.75. The average membership for June, 
1894, was 1,025. 

NORTH DIVISION. 

Addition to Rwenswood School Building, located on 
the southwest corner of Sulzer and Paulina streets, was 
opened September 5, 1893. It is a building of 12 rooms 
and assembly hall, and will add a seating capacity for 648 
pupils. It is built south of and apart from the old build- 
ing, with the front on Paulina street. The cost, including 
furniture, was $6 1, 993. 66. The accommodations provided 
at the school now number 1,040 seatings. The average 
membership for June, 1894, was 671. 

Addition to the La Salle School Building, located on 
the northwest corner of Eugenie and Hammond streets, 
was opened January 8, 1894. It contains seven rooms and 
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assembly hall, and cost, including furniture, $38,990.27. 
It has a seating capacity for 378 pupils, increasing the 
capacity of the entire building to 1,289. The average 
membership for June, 1894, was 939. 

Addition to the Schiller School Building, located on 
Vedder street, near Halsted street, was opened January 
22, 1894. It contains nine rooms, with accommodations for 
486 provided, and increases the capacity of the building to 
1,188. The average membership for June, 1894, was 916. 
It cost, including furniture, $53,943.50. 

Of the work originating with this Committee, we pre- 
sent the following : 

CONTRACTS FOR NEW BUILDINGS. 

West 41st place, between 13th and 14th streets. Con- 
tracts were awarded July 5, 1893, for the erection of an 
eight-room building, to provide accommodations for the 
district lying south of 12th street, east of the city limits, 
and west of Douglas Park. July 19, 1893, the building 
was named the Bryant School Building, in honor of Wil- 
liam Cullen Bryant. The work on this building progressed 
with such rapidity that on May 7, 1894, it was opened for 
the reception of pupils. It has a seating capacity for 477 
pupils. The average membership for June, 1894, was 240. 
It cost, including furniture, $41,644.34. 

Morgan street, west front, between 56th and 57th 
streets. Contracts were awarded July 19, 1893, for a 
sixteen-room building and assembly hall. The contracts 
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included one for rolling partitions to divide the assembly 
hall into two class rooms. This manner of dividing up 
the halls has found such favor, both as to cost, light, and 
utility, that rolling partitions seem destined to take the 
place of stationary or sliding partitions hitherto used. 
August 16, 1893, the building was named the Holmes 
School. The very urgent demands made by the residents 
of the district, and the large number of children with only 
a half day in school, led the Committee to shorten the limit 
of time for completion, and in consequence thereof, on 
May 7, 1894, the building was opened with a seating 
capacity for 990 pupils. The average membership for 
June, 1894, was 777. 

McAuley avenue and Hirsch street. This is a four- 
room frame building, having a seating capacity for 216 
pupils. It was opened May 7, 1894, and will furnish 
relief to the district bounded on the north bv North avenue, 
on the south by West Division street, on the east by 
Crawford avenue, and on the west by West 44th street. 
The cost, including furniture and furnace heating, was 
$7,787.54. The average membership for June, 1894, was 
215. In the second month after opening the school, the 
estimate of relief required in this quarter proved too small, 
for every seat occupied seems to prove that the temporary 
relief promised by the erection of this building must be 
supplemented much sooner than anticipated by a perma- 
nent and larger building. 
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Mowry and Englewood avenues, in the Chicago Lawn 
Branch School district, was opened May 7, 1894. It is a 
four-room frame building, and cost, including furnace 
heating and furniture, $8,537.67. 

Nutt avenue and 80th street, in the Madison Avenue 
School district, was opened March 26, 1894. It is a four- 
room frame building, and cost, including furnace heating 
and furniture, $8,478.57. Each of these two last men- 
tioned buildings have a seating capacity for 216 pupils. 
They are used as branch schools of the Doran and Madison 
avenue respectively, and the principals reports for June, 
1894, show the same existing conditions as those of the 
McAuley avenue and Hirsch street school building. 

Northeast corner of Parnell avenue and 120th street. 
Contracts were awarded August 2, 1893, for an eight- 
room building. October 28, 1893, it was named the West 
Pullman School building, being located in the thriv- 
ing suburb of West Pullman. February 24, 1894, it 
was opened. It has a seating capacity for 432 pupils. 
The cost was $33,963.06, and the average membership 
for June, 1894, was 249. There are two unoccupied 
rooms. 

Addition to the Carter School Building. Contracts 
were awarded September 27, 1893, for the erection of a 
twelve-room building to front on 61st street. It was 
opened May 28, 1894. The seating capacity is for 648 
pupils, and the average membership for June, 1894, was 
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533. The cost, including changes made in the steam heat- 
ing system of the old buildings, was $55,187.23. 

A summary of the foregoing report shows that during 
the school year ending June 30, 1894, there were com- 
pleted and opened for the reception of scholars new build- 
ings on sites formerly unoccupied as follows: 

Six buildings of four rooms each. 
Three buildings of eight rooms each. 
Twelve buildings of sixteen rooms* each. 
One building of eighteen rooms. 
One building of thirty- four rooms. 

And on old sites, as additions to old buildings: 

Four buildings of six rooms each. 
One building of seven rooms. 
One building of eight rooms. 
Two buildings of nine rooms each. 
Four buildings of twelve rooms each. 

In four of the new buildings the assembly hall has been 
divided by rolling partitions into two class rooms each, 
making a total of 371 rooms added in the Grammar and 
Primary grades, with seating capacity for 19,836 pupils. 

In six of the buildings from one to three recitation 
rooms in each have been seated, in the aggregate furnish- 
ing seating capacity for 548 pupils, a grand total increase 
of seatings for the school year of 21,520. 

The average membership for the month of June, 1894, 
in these additional accommodations was 16,897, which fact 
indicates the probability that by the end of another school 
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year, should the city continue its marvelous growth, this 
surplus will have been utilized and provision will have to 
be made for the natural increase. 

In additions to new buildings and additions to old 
buildings contracted for and opened during the time cov- 
ered by this report, your Committee herewith submits a 
list of other contracts awarded, and the progress made 
toward completion. 

SOUTH DIVISION. 

Southwest corner of Page and 46th streets. — Contracts 
were awarded November 22d, 1893, for a sixteen-room 
building on this site, to be known as the Seward School. 
The erection of this building, located equidistant from 
the Buckley, O'Toole and Hedges Schools, will give much 
needed relief to these several districts, and permit the can- 
cellation of leases of six rented buildings. It is expected 
the building will be completed and ready for occupancy by 
September 1st, 1894. 

Addition to Taylor School Building. — Contracts were 
awarded June 17th, 1894, for an eight-room addition to 
the Taylor School building, located on 6th avenue, near 
100th street, in South Chicago, and the work has pro- 
gressed so far that the completion is now set for Septem- 
ber 1st, 1894. 

Addition to the Woodlawn School Building. — Con- 
tracts were awarded March 28th, 1894, for a ten-room 
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building, with assembly hall. It is expected the building 
will be completed by October 1st, 1894. 

WEST DIVISION. 

Spaulding avenue, between 23d and 24th streets. — Con- 
tracts were awarded July 5th, 1893, for a sixteen-room 
building, with assembly hall, on this site, at an estimated 
cost of $70,000. It is.located southwest of the Hammond 
School, and northeast of the Lawndale School. It will be 
completed by September 1st, 1894, and when opened, will 
release several rented buildings that have served as 
branches of the schools mentioned above. August 16th, 

1893, the building was named the Farragut School, in 
honor of David G. Farragut. 

Point street, northeast corner of Cornelia street. — Con- 
tracts were awarded October 11th, 1893, for the erection 
of a sixteen-room building, with assembly hall, to be 
divided by rolling partitions into two class rooms. Novem- 
ber 22d, 1893, it was named the Chase School, in honor of 
Salmon P. Chase. It will be completed by September 1st, 

1894, and will relieve a district circled about by the Hoff- 
man Avenue, Logan, Langland, Boulevard and Humboldt 
Schools. 

Augusta street, near Noble street. — Contracts were 
awarded February 16, 1894, for a fifteen-room building 
at an estimated cost of $60,000. February 28, 1894, it 
was ordered that the contemplated building be known 
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as the Pedbody School, in honor of Elizabeth Peabody. 
It will be completed by January 1, 1895, and will relieve 
the Wells and Kosciusko Schools. 

Adams street, south front, between Kedzie and 
Spaulding avenues. — Contracts were awarded March 28, 
1894, for a twenty-room building, with assembly hall, at 
an estimated cost of $90,000, to be known as the Marshall 
School, in honor of the late Chief-Justice John Marshall. 
This building will relieve the Calhoun School, and furnish 
school privileges for a district south of Madison street 
and east of Garfield park, which is already thickly 
inhabited and has heretofore been practically neglected. 
It will be completed January 1, 1895, and will provide 
seating capacity for 1,350 pupils. 

Hoffman avenue school site. — Contracts were awarded 
April 25, 1894, for the erection of a twenty-two room 
building, with assembly hall, at an estimated cost of 
$110,000, which includes the removal of the old building. 
The work of razing the old building is progressing. 
The completion of the new building will take until 
September 1, 1895, and in the meantime accommodations 
will be provided in rented buildings. May 23, 1894, the 
building to be erected was named the Goethe School, in 
honor of the distinguished poet, Johann Wolfgang von 
Goethe. 

Henry street, south front, between Throop and Loomis 
streets. — Contracts were awarded April 25, 1894, for a 
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building with twenty-one rooms and assembly hall, at an 
estimated cost of $85,000. The erection of this building 
will relieve the Clarke, Roger3 and Garfield Schools, that 
are now overcrowded. June 6, 1894, the building was 
named the Medill School, in honor of Joseph Medill. 
The building has reached the first story, and under favor- 
able conditions will be completed by February 1, 1895. 

Washburne avenue, southeast corner of Robey street. — 
Contracts were awarded May 23, 1894, for the erection on 
this site of a sixteen-rooni building, with assembly hall, 
at an estimated cost of $70,000. The foundation walls 
are in, and it is expected to be ready for the reception of 
scholars by March 1, 1895. June 20, 1894, the building 
was named the Gladstone School, in honor of William E. 
Gladstone. It is located about two blocks distant from 
the Brainard School, and when opened will permit the 
relinquishment of four store-rooms that are now rented 
and used as branches of the latter school. 

Thomas avenue, west front, north of and near Belmont 
avenue. — Contracts were awarded June 6, 1894, for an 
eight-room buiiding on this site, at an estimated cost of 
$33,000. The work is under way, and will be completed 
by January 1, 1895. August 1, 1894, it was named the 
Linne School, in honor of the Swedish botanist, Carl von 
Linne. 
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NORTH DIVISION. 

Sheffield avenue, northeast corner of Grace street.— 
Contracts were awarded September 13, 1893, for the 
erection on this site of a sixteen-room building, with 
assembly hall, at an estimated cost of $65,000. October 
11, 1893, it was named the Greeley School, in honor of the 
late Horace Greeley. The work has progressed so fast 
that the building will be completed by September 1, 1894, 
and will supply school facilities for the district lying north 
of Addison street, east of North Clark street, and west of 
North Halsted street, that has filled up rapidly in the 
past two years. 

Wolcott Street Sc/tool Building. — Contracts were 
awarded February 28, 1894, for an additional story, with 
four rooms, and one wing with six rooms, to be added 
to this building, at an estimated cost of $40,000. It will 
be opened about September 15, 1894. May 16, 1894, the 
name was changed to the McPherson School Building, in 
honor of Gen. Jas. B. McPherson. 

Lincoln School Building. — Contracts were awarded 
March 14, 1894, for a ten-room addition to this building, 
at an estimated cost of $45,000. It will be opened about 
October 1, 1894. 

Ad(un& School Building. — Contracts were awarded 
April 11, 1894, for a nine-room addition to this building, 
at an estimated cost of $50,000. April 25, 1894, a com- 
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munication was received from Harold Sturges, Secretary 
of the Northwestern Elevated Railroad Company, stilting 
that the right of way, as laid out and approved by the 
city authorities, ran through the site occupied by this 
school building, and that . they desired to make some 
arrangements with the Board. Pending negotiations the 
work has been stopped. 

In closing this portion of their report, your Committee 
would state that they are impressed with the advantages 
gained by having the Architect's Department more 
immediately under the control of the Committee, and con- 
ducted in the offices of the Board. Information is obtain- 
able at all times during office hours. The progress made 
is more satisfactory, and greater care has been exercised in 
the character of the labor and material furnished. 

Your Committee have approved of the recommendation 
of the Business Manager for alterations and improvements 
to old buildings when the same would increase the seating 
capacity, or would insure greater safety for the teachers 
and pupils in case of a panic. The buildings have been kept 
in good repair, and their present condition may be said to 
be above the average of those of other cities. The sub- 
stitution of steam heating apparatus, with proper ventila- 
>n, and heat regulating apparatus, for furnaces, in five of 
e old school buildings under the supervision of the City 
igineer, which had been in contemplation for several 
ars, has been accomplished. 
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In the report of the Committee on [Finance, an item- 
ized statement of the miscellaneous work done under the 
supervision of your Committee and the cost of same may 
be found, and it is not thought necessary in this report to 
elaborate upon the same.

Edward G. Halle, Esq., Chairman Committee on German: 
Dear Sir: — The last annual report prepared in May, 
1894, deals at length with all questions touching the sub- 
ject of the instruction in German in both Grammar and 
High Schools, and contains extensive statistics and the 
views of prominent educators upon this matter. For this 
reason it is deemed advisable to confine the present report 
to a simple statement of the condition of the German 
instruction in the public schools during the scholastic year 
1893-4. During the past year German was taught in the 
Grammar and High School grades only. The number of 
teachers employed in this department was 158. The aver- 
age number of pupils studying German was 16,328. The 
total enrollment in German classes, High School classes 
included, was 24,932, of which number 10,215 are of Ger- 
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man parentage, 8,022 of Anglo-American, and 6,695 
belong to other nationalities. 

A new course of study having been prepared by the 
Superintendents for the ensuing year, a change in the Ger- 
man curriculum was also instituted to bring the instruction 
in this language into greater harmony with the general 
work. The revision of the readers has facilitated this 
matter, as it involved a change in the reading matter, its 
manner of presentations and also in the language lessons 
which form a part of the text-book and are more in con- 
sonance with the English grammar prescribed for the 
different grades. Another radical change in the depart- 
ment is in the manner of examining candidates for 
positions as teachers of German. Heretofore the greater 
stress had been laid on the proficiency of the candidates 
in the German language. In the last examination held 
August 30, 1894, the applicants were examined not only 
in German, but also in Mathematics, English Grammar and 
Composition, Science and United States History. More- 
over, all inexperienced teachers, who were successful in 
the examination, were required to attend the Training 
School for Teachers for a period of five months, as is the 
case in the English department. We sincerely hope that 
this change will be beneficial in bringing to the German 
work teachers better prepared and better adapted for 
teaching in the public schools of our city. The desire 
was to raise the standard of the teaching-force, and we 
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believe that the desire is in a fair way of being accom- 
plished through the medium of these changes.

COMMITTEE ON PHYSICAL CULTURE. 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

In accordance with the usual custom at the end of the 
school year, your Committee on Physical Culture respect- 
fully submit the following regarding this department of 
the Public Schools: 

The time has gone by in which arguments were needed 
to convince those in charge of our educational system that 
physical culture is an important branch of it. Chicago 
was one of the first of the cities in the United States to 
introduce this branch into its primary and grammar 
grades, and the adoption of the same in many of the large 
and small cities throughout the land is evidence of the 
awakening to the fact that an educated mind is of but 
little advantage if it does not dwell in a sound body. 
Relaxation, therefore, in this branch would be equal to 
a weakening of the foundations upon which your mental 

structures rest. The system of physical culture in use in 
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our schools is of great value as a means of discipline. 
The almost military precision exacted in the execution of 
the commands being acknowledged as such by most of the 
principals of schools. The recognition by the public of 
the necessity and value of our drill exercise is indicated 
by the efforts in the same direction made by our churches 
in the organization of military companies composed of 
their youths. Physical culture, as it should be, has found 
a place in some of our High Schools, where it has the 
advantage of well appointed gymnasiums and of thor- 
oughly trained special instructors. The scholars of these 
schools have the benefit of systematic physical training, 
such as is now deemed indispensable in every one of the 
higher class of educational institutions, to counteract phys- 
ical deterioration consequent upon life in crowded centers of 
population. We are convinced that future efforts should 
be directed to an extension of these privileges to the 
grammar grades at least. In school buildings that are 
provided with assembly halls this could be carried out by 
a very small expenditure for movable apparatus, and in 
this way all could participate in the advantages that are 
now provided for those who are fortunate enough to be 
able to attend our High Schools.

Dear Sir: — I herewith respectfully submit to you a 
report regarding Physical Culture in our public schools. 

A remarkable change in regard to Physical Culture has 
taken place since I had the honor to forward a report to 
the Chairman of the Committee on Physical Culture. 
From January, 1886, the year of the introduction of 
bodily exercises into our public schools, instructions were 
given by the special teacher. High Schools were visited 
once a week, Grammar Schools twice a week and Primary 
Schools twice monthly. 

In June, 1893, the Board of Education found it nec- 
essary to reduce the number of special teachers, and at 
present eight teachers of Physical Culture for Primary 
and Grammar Schools, four teachers for High Schools and 
one supervisor are employed to carry on the work. 

As Primary and Grammar grades are visited by the 
instructor only once a month, the teaching of Calisthenics 
rests to a great extent upon the class teacher, and I am 
glad to state that the greater number of these teachers 
conduct the exercises remarkably well. The experience 
of former years and the monthly instructions of the special 
teacher enabled them to conduct the exercises satisfactorily. 

The creation of the Teachers' Training School was a step 
in the right direction. Among other studies Physical Cult- 
ure was introduced into this school. Nearly all the cadets 
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had practiced the exercises in Primary, Grammar and 
High Schools, they know how to execute the exercises, and 
therefore special attention is given to teach them how to 
conduct the movements prepared for the lower grades in 
our schools. 

A visit to a class in charge of one of these young 
teachers, shows that the instructions in the Training 
School have not been without success. 

The manuals of Physical Culture used in our schools 
were prepared for the special teacher, more than for the 
class teacher, as the former visited the schools often enough 
to do the principal work. Since the reduction of the num- 
ber of special teachers of Physical Culture, and the class 
teacher is obliged to give the daily lesson; it has become 
necessary to make the explanation of the movements more 
explicit. The manuals for the first two grades are pre- 
pared with the above need in view and in accordance with 
the time set aside for Physical Training. 

As in a former report, I take the liberty to draw your 
attention to the fact that Calisthenics are only a branch of 
Physical Culture, and that the school yards ought to'} e 
furnished with apparatus for outdoor gymnastics. 

I wish to express my thanks to my assistants and the 
teachers in schools for their hearty co-operation in my 
work.

COMMITTEE ON DRAWING. 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Your Committee takes pleasure in reporting a year of 

steady growth in the Drawing Department. 

To the period of childhood belong imagination and 

feeling. A child's happiness and consequent development 

depends largely upon the awakening of his sympathies. 

What arouses these, roots itself permanently in his life. 

He is much more a creature of instinct and emotion than 

of reasoning faculties. Music and drawing, picture and 

song, appeal to the imagination and the affections ; they 

lay hold of the sympathies of the inward hidden love 

nature. When these studies are rightly taught they form 

a child's taste. Long after school days are over, they 

supply many with uplifting amusements for leisure 

moments, while they give to all a larger preparation for 

the vocations of life. 
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The best dressmaking and millinery establishments of 
Paris have for years included the study of drawing and 
color in the training of their employes, and more recently 
in our own country, the Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, and the 
Armour Institute, Chicago, both practice drawing in con- 
nection with their dressmaking departments. 

The study of form is so intimately associated with 
many trades and occupations that power to judge of 
shape, proportion and size, to sketch at sight, or to illus- 
trate by diagram, has come to have a commercial value ; 
it is indeed, the dividing line between what may be termed 
crude and skilled labor, and it is in the desire to render 
labor more intelligent that the common school has come to 
include freehand drawing in its course of study. 

The age of pupils in the Primary and Grammar Schools 
forbids the teaching of technical principles to the extent 
that they are emphasized in the schools of Europe, but 
cultivation of the instinct for the beautiful in nature 
and things, power to record data arising from observa- 
tion, or to illustrate and enrich work in literature, geog- 
raphy and science, in fact, all that may be termed "Edu- 
cational Drawing," whose object is to make the child 
more intelligent, and to establish a harmony between mind 
and hand, or between feeling, thinking and expressing — 
this sort of instruction is what your Committee are seek- 
ing to promote. 
It is the opinion of your Committee that the time is 
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,near when subjects will cease to be presented isolatedly, 
for their own sake, but in their relation to each other, and 
that that study or method will finally obtain precedence 

« 

which will do the most for the child in promoting his 
individuality and in developing him from his own center. 
Dissatisfaction with existing methods and results is 
widespread, so much so that President Baker, a member 
of the "Committee of Ten" appointed by President Eliot 
to report changes in the Course of Study in Common 
Schools, insisted on presenting a minority report. Says 
President Baker: 

"The training of observation, memory expansion, and rea- 
soning is a very important part of education, but is not all of edu- 
cation. The imagination, the rich possibilities of the emotional 
life, the education of the will through ethical ideas and correct 
habits, all are to be considered in the scheme of learning. Ideals 
must be added to the scientific method." 

The work of the Department, classified by grades, and 
exhibiting a sequential course of study, was exhibited in 
the Illinois Building in connection with the general school 
work. It excited much interest and attention, especially 
among foreigners. While inferior in technical skill to 
the educational exhibits of England, France or Germany, 
yet it was so naive in character, and so evidently based on 
the desire to promote the individuality of the child, that 
several foreign commissioners requested donations of 
work. 

It is unnecessary to say we were honored with an 
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award, but we esteem it a far greater honor that the Chi- 
cago exhibit should have exercised the influence that it 
did in drawing the attention of educators to the possibil- 
ities of this study as a means of child development. 

The Thomas Hoyne Training School is doing good 
work, and its helpfulness is already felt through the cadets. 

During the last year the work has been extended, with 
very beneficial results, to the Deaf Mute Schools. 

In conclusion, your Committee congratulate themselves 
on the excellent feeling that exists between the several 
departments and the very large body of teachers upon 
whom, after all, the success of the instruction depends.

Committee on Compulsory Education. 



The Committee on Compulsory Education began ita 

work in September with a force of fourteen agents and 

a determination to solve the much vexed question as to 

the value of the department, if care in securing reports 

from principals and teachers could do so. Every principal 

was required to report to the department the exact results 

in his or her school, what children were brought in by 

the agents, and how long they remained in the school. 

The reports made by the agents were carefully compared 

and verified by reports from principals, and an earnest 

effort made to ascertain how large a proportion of those 

reported as returned to school by the agents were children 

who were out from illness or other unavoidable causes and 

who would have returned sooner or later without the work 

of the agents. These verified reports show: 

Total investigations 8,376 

Placed in public schools 3,025 

Placed in private schools 202 

Incorrigible 130 

Absent from indifference of parents 240 
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From these cases of neglect of parents 26 special 
cases were presented to the Attorney of the Board for 
prosecution under the law; but in no case did the Attorney 
feel a conviction could be secured, and so no case was 
prosecuted.

A careful analysis of this report satisfied the Chair- 
man that while the work of the agents does have an effect 
in inducing parents to be more careful in seeing that their 
children do not stay away from school for slight reasons, 
the effect in getting into school the large class of regular 
non- attendants is very slight. These non-attendant chil- 
dren are of two classes. 

1st. — The children of laboring people who are unable, 
owing to their own absence from home, to secure the attend- 
ance of their children, though they generally desire it. 
Such children commence running the streets daily, from 
morning till night, as early as two and a half or three years 
of age, owing to the inability of the parents to care for 
them. By the time school age is reached, they have 
acquired the habit of spending their time with absolute 
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freedom from restraint, and the confinement of the school 
is irksome to them; so, with the parents away at work, 
they simply fail to attend. These are largely the children 
of widows, and no law reaches them, for it would be obvi- 
' ously unjust to fine the mother for the non-attendance of 
her child, when, what she most desires is to secure such 
attendance. 

Many parents have come to the Chairman of this Com- 
mittee reciting these conditions and asking counsel as to 
what to do to prevent their children from drifting into a 
criminal life, as the mothers recognized would be the result 
if they were left to grow up under these street influences. 
Some provision should be made for such children by estab- 
lishing and maintaining a parental school to which they 
could be sent on application of parents for a longer or 
shorter time, as circumstances required. Such schools are 
to be found in England and in some of our older States, 
and they pay for themselves a thousand times over in the 
prevention of criminality and pauperism. 

The second class, which the law fails to affect, are the 
children of dissipated and careless parents, through whose 
neglect the child is permitted to grow up in ignorance and 
crime. The fine and imprisonment should be enforced 
against such, but the imperfections of the present law are 
such that, with the best efforts of Committees and the 
Attorney of the Board, no case has ever been made out to 
the satisfaction of the law. 
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The individual reports from schools show that, while 
the average attendance of children returned to school 
through the agents is only thirty-five days (six weeks of 
the school year) these non-attendant children, for whom 
the law is most designed, with few exceptions remain in 
school but a few days at a time. They are brought in, 
stay a day or two, disappear; are again hunted up, come for 
a day or two, and stop, and so on. Under these conditions 
your Committee feel justified in asking if the money spent 
on the Compulsory Department could not be better expended 
and do more good if used to extend the kindergarten sys- 
tem. If the child could be put in the kindergarten dur- 
ing the years that, too young for the school, he is, by the 
poverty or neglect of parents, left to the demoralizing 
influences of the street, he would never acquire the tastes 
and habits that lead him to truancy later in life. Your 
Chairman believes that prevention is better than cure, that 
coaxing is better than coercion, that the mental and 
moral influences of the kindergarten cannot be over-esti- 
mated in shaping the child's nature during the years when 
well-to-do parents are giving their best thought and time 
to their children, but when the parents of the poor child, 
are compelled to neglect his mental and moral nature in 
order to provide bare sustenance for his physical. 

Careful research into the history of pauperism and 
criminality seems to show that the child's bent is fixed 
before his seventh year. If the influences surrounding him 
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before that time are for good, if he has proper moral 
training, if his life and habits are carefully guarded, the 
majority of healthy children will go on with a vigorous 
and healthy moral and physical development. If childhood 
is neglected, if no restraints are thrown around him and no 
effort made to teach self-control, and the difference between 
right and wrong, if in fact the evil instead of the good is 
developed up to that time, in the majority of cases no 
after effort will atone, and the child will mature lawless 
and uncontrolled, and the final end will be the jail or the 
poorhouse. 

Your Committee therefore beg leave to suggest that in 
another year the Department of Compulsory Education be 
curtailed or abolished, and that, in its place, the kinder- 
garten be maintained, believing the latter will do far more 
for the prevention of truancy than the former can do under 
the most favorable circumstances to overcome the habit 

once formed.

Gentlemen: — Since the last annual report of this Com- 
mittee there has been added to the Special Funds under 
the control of the Board, the George Rowland Fund, 
established by the last will of George Howland, as fol- 
lows, to-wit : "I give and bequeath to the Board of Edu- 
cation, of the City of Chicago, Cook County, Illinois, the 
sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000), as a fund, and 
direct that the same be kept and securely invested, and 
that the income thereof be used for maintaining a library 
in the West Division High School, in the said City of Chi- 
cago.' ' The amount of said bequest was received from

DEAF MUTE DAY SCHOOLS. 

We respectfully direct attention to the following 
report from the Principal of the Deaf Mute Day Schools. 
The suggestion looking to the establishment of a Central 
School we approve, and we take pleasure in commending 
the work accomplished by this branch of our educational 
system as outlined in the following: 

M. J. Keane, Chairman Committee on Special Funds: 

Sir: — I have the honor to submit my report as 
Principal of the Deaf Mute Day Schools for the school 
year beginning with the month of September, 1893. 
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On assuming the duties of the position I found four 
schools located at the Prescott, Wicker Park, Haven 
and old High School buildings. These opened with an 
attendance of about 35. The Haven School was removed 
soon after to the old High School building on the West 
side and consolidated with that. One reason for this step 
was that the disturbance of the Elevated Railway, running 
past the windows of the Haven School, made it impossible 
to teach articulation, which we had fully determined to 
push. Afterward a school was established on the south 
side, located first at the Doolittle, afterward at the 
Melville W. Fuller School. At the beginning of the year 
the schools at the Wicker Park and Prescott buildings were 
in cramped quarters, occupying rooms which were not more 
than good-sized closets. The enlargement of the Wicker 
Park building gave us a convenient room, but the 
pressure at the Prescott is still unrelieved. 

By reference to the report of the Committee on 
Special Funds for the year 1892-93, the importance 
attached to the introduction of articulation will be made 
manifest. Special endeavors were made to further this 
work by employing, in addition to the two who already 
taught it in connection with their other work, two 
teachers of experience who should teach nothing else, 
and by this means every pupil in the four schools has 
had an opportunity to develop whatever ability there 
might be in that line. 
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Fof mental development the main reliance is on 
writing, dactyllology, and such signs as are needed to 
explain new ideas. It is an error to suppose that pains 
are taken to teach signs. The great object is to teach 
the English language, and to do that we must use what- 
ever will most surely help us. 

In the course of our inquiries we have found several 
cases of pupils with defective utterance, others with 
defective hearing, in attendance upon the public schools. 
These were making very slow progress, or going on 
from one grade to another without proper comprehen- 
sion of their studies, through want of individual instruc- 
tion, which teachers with large numbers of pupils could 
not be expected to give even had they been possessed 
of the special training needful for such work. Our 
success with those whom we have had under instruction 
leads us to hope that we can ultimately render them 
capable of returning to the speaking schools and taking 
up their work intelligibly. 

Referring briefly to the location of our schools, I 
beg to state that the effect is to interfere with regular 
attendance and make grading nearly impossible. It 
seems to nearly every one who has given this matter 
thought, quite plain that the consolidation of these 
schools would be the practical removal of the difficulties 
mentioned. However, this would involve maintaining a 
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dormitory, where such pupils as desired could be taken 
care of from Monday morning till Friday evening. The 
cost of this would seem quite an obstacle ; but it is not 
as great as it appears at first sight. The property at 157 
West Monroe street is large enough for the four schools 
at present, and there is room to enlarge as need arises. 
A house large enough to accommodate all who would 
need to be boarded could be rented within easy walking 
distance for $1,000 or $1,200, and subsistence would not 
involve more than $100 per capita. If this arrangemen 
could be made, 50 per cent, more pupils could be taught 
by the same number of instructors as now employed. If 
there be any legal objection to this plan, it would prob- 
ably be no great task to have it removed by an act of 
the State Legislature. 

By reference to the report of 1887 it will be seen that 
these Day Schools must be sustained by the city of 
Chicago; and as they cannot be given up, it would seem 
that the best means of promoting their efficiency should 
be adopted. 

The attendance upon these schools has increased 
about 33 per cent., making the prospect for 1894-95 
quite bright, but there are still many who ought to be 
in attendance but are not. 

The existence of these schools is not generally known, 
even teachers in the employ of the Board of Education 
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being occasionally met with who do not know that any- 
such schools are maintained, and pains should be taken 
to keep them advertised by all approved methods.

Dear Sir: — Herewith I respectfully submit my annual 
report as Supervisor of Evening Schools for 1893-4. 

The year has been an unusual one; in enrollment, aver- 
age attendance, etc., it exceeds that of any previous year 
in the history of our evening schools. Our enrollment was 
25 per cent, greater than for last year. Our average 
attendance was 33 per cent, greater and the average attend- 
ance per pupil was 11 per cent, greater. 

The Evening Schools opened October 2, 1893, and con- 
tinued until April 27, 1894. Fifty-one schools were 
opened. Of these, 

One school continued two months. 
Two schools continued three months. 
Three schools continued five months. 
Twenty-three schools continued six months. 
Fourteen schools continued over six and less than seven mos. 
Eight schools continued seven months. 
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The usual statistics are appended to this report. 
Besides these, I submit two tables which are a summary 
of the work done during the last five years. They show 
the growth of Evening Schools during that time.

This table shows that the number, of foreign-born in 
attendance was 21 per cent, greater than in 1892-93; 30 per 
cent, greater than in 1891-92; 57 per cent, greater than in 
1890-91 and 106 per ceDt. greater than in 1889-90. 

The number over eighteen years of ago was 26 percent, 
greater than for 1892-93; 30 per cent, greater than for 
1891-92; 78 per cent, greater than for 1890-91; and 138 per 
cent, greater than 1889-90. 

These figures show conclusively that the foreign ele- 
ment has awakened to the fact that they cannot hope to 
succeed without knowing our language. The Poles, Greeks, 
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Italians, Assyrians and Armenians — all the diverse nation- 
alities which throng our city — are yearly gaining a clearer 
knowledge of our manners, customs and laws through the 
instrumentality of the Evening Schools.- The Germans, 
Scandinavians and Bohemians have long been awake to the 
privileges thus afforded them. Whatever elevates the 
foundation of society, elevates the superstructure, and we 
make no mistake in opening wide the doors of education 
to everyone. These people are, or soon will be, our citi- 
zens and voters; 8,068 of them are, or soon will be, 21 
years of age. The World's Fair has caused an unexpected 
influx of foreigners to our city ; the exile of the Jews 
from Russia has increased the number.

ment. It shows that the enrollment for 1893-94 was 25 
per cent, greater than for the previous year and double that 
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of 1889-90; also, that the average attendance per even- 
ing was 33 per cent, greater than for the previous year and 
that the average attendance per pupil was 11 per cent, 
greater than for the year preceding. 

TEACHERS. 

Our teachers are good. In native ability and culture, I 
believe that the average is as high as that of day school 
teachers. The teacher, who stands before a class in even- 
ing school has his hands, his head, and often, his heart, 
full. Hither come all classes ; the boy who has not been 
successful in the day school; the youth who has realized 
too late the grand opportunities which the day school 
offered him and is trying to regain what he has lost; the 
aged colored people to whom slavery and prejudice opened 
no avenue to knowledge; the foreign-born of every nation 
and every clime. Frequently these people of so many 
diverse ages, nationalities and interests, come together in 
one room and then the teacher needs the tact of a diplomat, 
the knowledge of several languages and dialects, the quick- 
est perception of human nature and the broadest sympathy. 

Both teachers and principals have responded earnestly 
to these demands. I believe our principals are put- 
ting as earnest thought upon their evening as upon their 
day schools. They must, for the conditions are more 
exacting. Each year shows an increasing*number of expe- 
rienced teachers in our evening schools. This is largely due 
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to the wise action of the Board in increasing the salary of 
experienced teachers. In 1889, we had 69 teachers who 
had taught for three years in evening schools; in 1890, we 
had 105; in 1891, we had 115; in 1892, 116, and in 1893, 
150. During the coming year it is probable that we will 
have over 200 teachers who have taught for three or more 
years. This condition is most gratifying. However well 
equipped a man is at the start, he is a better teacher with 
each succeeding year of experience, if his heart is in the 

work. 

COURSE OF STUDY. 

The course of study is satisfactory. One change has 
been made in it — Typewriting is now studied in connec- 
tion with Stenography in the Evening High Schools, in 
accord with my recommendation of last year. I look for 
good results in this course. The Evening Grammar 
Schools are holding steadfastly to " The three RV\ In the 
two hours which we have for instruction in these schools 
each evening we find time for nothing else. I regret that 
no provision for supplementary reading has been made for 
these schools. I recommended it last year, and at that 
time fully explained the necessity for it. The necessity 
still exists. We are using the Supplementary Readers 
supplied for day schools — this causes double wear of 
the books. At present, this is charged to the day school 
account. In schools where the Principal of the day school 
is also the Principal of the evening school, we do fairly 
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well, except that the Committee on Supplies wonder that 
some schools wear out books faster than others. Where 
the Principals of the day and evening schools are not iden- 
tical, there is a mournful acquiescence to the use of these 
books by evening school pupils. I do not think it is quite 
fair to the day school interests, but we must have the 
books. I recommend that the supply of supplementary 
reading be doubled for all buildings which have both day 
and evening schools. 

EXPENSE. 

So far as the Supervisor of Evening Schools is con- 
cerned, this item must be considered generally, rather than 
in detail. He can look only to the best interests of the 
schools, and leave the rest to Providence and the Auditor. 
He fears the Auditor and trusts in Providence. 

The amount expended for Evening Schools grows 
yearly, but not in proportion to the growth of the schools. 
The total expense for the year was $135,730.94. This was 
12 per cent, more than for the previous year, and is chiefly 
due to the increased number of evenings of instruction. 
The total number of evenings of instruction (which means 
the pay of one teacher for one evening) in 1892-93, was 
36,365 ; the total number for 1893-94 was 42,917. This 
shows a gain of 18 per cent, of instruction and an increase 
of 12 per cent, of the cost. 

On the other hand, the cost per pupil on total enroll- 
ment was 27 cents less than for last year, and the cost per 
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pupil on average attendance was $2.08 less. The explana- 
tion for this marked decrease in cost per pupil is most 
significant and is due to two causes ; First, the teacher. 

As I have already shown in this report, the teaching 
force is steadily improving ; my constant effort has been 
to improve it. The pupils are the first to see and appreci- 
ate a good teacher. Their attendance is voluntary. They 
say, " if the teacher is good" they will attend. In other 
words, if they realize that they are gaining knowledge, they 
will attend. If the teacher is poor they never protest — 
they leave the school, and the teacher leaves it toe, for 
lack of pupils. They have the advantage of the day 
school pupil whose father says he must attend. I am not 
prepared to say that such caustic remedies should be 
applied to the day schools, but I think a little of it might 
be beneficial. The great increase in our average attendance 
and the consequent decrease in cost on that basis of $2.08 
perjntpil, is largely due to the increased efficiency of our 
teachers. 

The other factor in increased average attendance and 
consequent decrease in cost, is the weather. The weather 
in 1893-94 was not generally severe. If the weather is 
passable, attendance is increased; if severe, it diminishes. 
This is natural and unavoidable — the man who has worked 
all day in rain or sleet will not attend school in the evening. 
He is exhausted — he prefers and needs the comfort of the 
fireside. A "cash girl" who has worn herself out in our 
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great stores, or her sister who has worked in poorly venti- 
lated basements upon the garments for which the other 
carries cash, will not brave snow and rain for the privilege 
of evening schools. She should not. She, too, is physically 
exhausted and needs rest, but all such influences reduce 
the average and increase the cost per pupil. 

Our gas bills seem to increase out of proportion to the 
increase of schools and rooms. 1 find that many schools 
are obliged to use gas in the daytime during these dark 
days; also, that a large proportion of the gas used in 
physical laboratories in High Schools, is charged to Even- 
ing Schools. 

There is no adequate means of determining the fuel bill. 
The coal for day and evening schools comes from the same 
pile; there is no means of determining the proportionate 
expense. 

Probably from $1,500 to $2,000 are charged to us 
which belongs to day school account. It makes no especial 
difference since all is expended for education. Where 
economy could be exercised consistently with the purpose 
of the schools, I have exercised it. Our Evening Schools 
are great and growing. They require the best thought of 
the best principals and teachers, and the same interest and 
consideration which they have always received from the 
Committee on School Management.
